CANADA'S APPROVAL STAMP RULES 



Trade Reports from Canada's Agents 
in Japan and Britain — Railway, 
Commission Orders. 



Ottawa, Aug. 26— Tho act "respect- 
ing the inspection of meats, and can- 
ned foods," passed at the last session 
of parliament, goes into effect on Sep- 
tember 3rd, and thenceforth all of the 
packing and canning establishments of 
Canada will be under the strictest 
possible inspection. Soventy-fivG 
thousand dollars have been appropri- 
ated to carry out the inspection, and 
forty men have been trained for tho 
work. Tho result, it is expected, will 
be that aftor meats and provisions ex- 
ported bearing the words "Canada ap- 
proved," will carry tho highest guaran- 
tee of purity and healthfulness, and 
will command tho highest prices in the 
markets of the world The most im- 
pressive of the now regulations for the 
packing of meat are those relating to 
cleanliness. All establishments having 
inspection are required to bo suitably 
lighted and ventilated, and nil appli- 
ances, such as tables, trucks, vats, 
machinery, containers, etc., must bo 
kept clean and sanitary. Employees 
engaged In handling foods must be 
free from tuberculosis or other com- 
municable diseases, and must observo 
every rule as to sanitation as may be 
deemed necessary by the inspector in 
charge. Inspectors are authorized to 
refuse inspection if sanitary conditions 
are not observed. The words "Canada 
approved" cannot be used except on 
packages that have been officially in- 
spected. ' Offences are punishable by 
fines to tho extent of $500. 

Alex. McLean, Canadian trade agent 
in Japan, reports that Japanese ex- 
ports to Canada for the six months 
ending July 1, amounted to 1,138,479 
yen, as compared with 901,383 yen in 
1906. Tho Imports from Canada, which 
consist chlelly of flour, were valued 
for the same period at 85,215 yen, as 
compared with 127,'125 yen in 1906. A 
yen is about 50 cents of Canadian 
money. P. B. Macnamara, Canadian 
trade agent at Manchester, reports 
that British imports for the seven 
months of the year ending July lHt, 
increased by £30,488,379 over the same 
period In 100(>. while exports increased 
by £32,733,322 sterling. 

A leading New York Presbyterian 
church is seeking to secure the ser- 
vices of Rev. Dr. Ilerrldge, of St. 
Andrew's Presbyterian church. Dr. 
Herridge is out of the city at present, 
but on his return the matter will go 
through the usual course. Tho salary 
offered is said to be $10,000 a year. 

The railway commission has author- 
ized the Bell Telephone Company to 
continue Its present tariffs until No- 
vember 13th. It is provided, however, 
that In tho event of the rates being 
reduced, the company will have to 
give rebates on unexpired contracts. 
The order forbidding tho use of lignite 
coal by railways will not be effective 
until October 1. Tho order of July 3, 
compelling all railways to place watch- 
men on trestles, will not come Into 
effect this year, except in tho case of 
bridges or trestles 200 or more feet 
In length. 



Drop in Iron Prices 

Birmingham; Ala., Aug. 26. — The 
prevailing dullness in the southern pig 
iron market culminated today in a 
drop of one dollar a ton in prices, 
when number two foundry iron for de- 
livery during the last quarter of this 
year was quoted at $19 per ton and 
the same grade iron for delivering 
during tho first half of next year at 
$17.50.

SAD END OF ROMANCE 

Story of the Marriage and Death of a 
Winnipeg Woman 

I Minneapolis, Aug. 26. — Word of the 
death of Mrs. Annie Raynonn, which 
lame, from Cans Lake yesterday, 
brings to light the sad life romance 
of tho woman. Several years ago, af- 
tor being deserted by her husband, 
she and her little six-year-old daugh- 
ter came to Minneapolis from their 
home in Winnipeg, hoping to make a 
living. She had already contracted 
tuberculosis, and found making a way 
in this world for herself and daugh- 
ter a very difficult task. Evidently 
she strove, however, until her health 
failed her,- and she was obliged to 
seeic aid. She secured immediate re- 
lief, but would not tell the authorities 
Who ahn was or where she came 
from. Finally, becoming so weak 
that she feared tho end was near, she 
confided that she was a daughter of a 
prominent family of Winnipeg who 
had married against the wishes of her 
people and had been disowned. The 
Associated Charities instantly ad- 
vised tho family of her condition, and 
money wa.s at once wired to assist 
her, while a sister and brother, who 
had not heard from her in eight 
years, came on to take her home. At 
the advice of local physicians, how- 
ever, she was removed to Cans Lake, 
where, surrounded by the rest of her 
familv she died. Her body was taken 
back to Canada for interment, and her 
little daughter will be adopted by her 
sister. 



Sentence of Venezuelan Court 
for Taking Part in 

ReVOlutiOn- 



Caracas, Venezuela, Aug. 26. — Three 
years after the beginning of the sen- 
sational trial of the New York & Ber- 
mudez Asphalt Company for compli- 
city in tho Mates revolution, judgment 
was rendered last Monday against tho 
defendant company, It being condemned 
not only to pay $5,000,000 damages, tho 
calculated cost to the government of 
subduing the revolution, but to pay 
over sums to be fixed by a commission 
of experts, and which may very likely 
amount to ten million dollars. Tho 
present judgment is npnealable to tho 
Supreme court, and froth there to the 
Cour of Cassation. 

The sentence, announced by Judge 
Juan Llscano, of the civil court, tho 
first Instance, closed with those words: 
"For these reasons, and administering 
justice In the name of the Republic 
and by authority of the law, this com- 
plaint Is declared to bo well founded, 
and in consequence the Now York & 
Bermudez Company is condemned to 
pay the sum of $24,178,638.47 bolivars, 
which is the amount of the errogations 
made by the national treasury for tho 
purpose of suppressing the revolution, 
as has' been proved in the records, and 
also to reimburse the nation, accord- 
ing to just assessments by experts, 
for the following damages and In- 
juries: 

"1. Tho discredit which because of the 
war the Venezuelan nation may have 
.suffered in the estimation of the other 
nations with whom relations of an In- 
ternational or mercantile order existed: 

"2. Tho loss of Venezuelan citizens 
withdrawn from commercial pursuits, 
agriculture, Industries, and from the 
activity of public life because of the 
wa r. 

"3. The necessity for the creation of 
a war fund, which produced 857,630.75 
bolivars in 1903 and 12,928, S70.43 boli- 
vars in 1904. 

"4. The decrease in the customs re- 
venues, which from 29,940,888,96 boli- 
vars in 1901 decreased to 19,851,761.09 
bolivars in 1902, and to I4.429.S1 boli- 
vars in 1903, tho years being during 
which the revolution lead by General 
Manuel Antion Matos developed Its 
greatest strength. 

"5. The decrease in the revenues of 
the States, which from 9,040,203.84 
bolivars in 1901, decreased to 6,081;- 
429.52 In 1902 and 4,079,185.45 in 1.903."

Vancouver, Aug. 26,— Frank Boys, 
of Port Simpson, is in tho city, and 
states that parties from Winnipeg have 
been there recently negotiating with 
the Indians for the sale of their re- 
serve. It Is said that the parties are 
acting for tho Canadian Northern rail- 
way, who wish to seek an outlet at 
the coast. The Indians will hold a 
conference at tho close of the Ashing 
season and authorize Chief Duderand 
to- go to Winnipeg to close tho deal.

CONSUL ISSE'S II 
OF JAPANESE IMFLUX 



Attempted Restriction by Law 
Would Give Rise to Inter- 
national Question 



Ottawa, Aug. 26.— Hon. T. Nosse, 
consul-general in Canada for Japan, 
handed out a 'statement today in con- 
nection with the agitation against 
Japanese immigration on tho Pacitic 
coast, in which he said: "The enact- 
ment of any Japanese immigration law 
in Canada would give immediate rise 
to an international question between 
Great Britain, Canada and Japan, for 
tho reason that by the treaty of friend- 
ship, commerce and navigation made 
last year between Japan and Canada 
this country is bound under article 2 
to give the Japanese tho same free- 
dom of entry, residence and business 
occupation as the Dominion extends to 
any European nation, to say nothing 
of our position as an ally of Britain, 
to which bond Canada is herself a 
party. Japan, moreover, would never 
entertain any Idea of allowing her peo- 
ple to be discriminated against. As to 
the special arrangement between us in 
tile matter of immigration by which 
you claim we are still bound, I should 
explain that this voluntary understand- 
ing was made eight years ago, and, by 
it, the number of Japanese coming to 
the Dominion is restricted to 500 or 
600 a year, exclusive of merchants, 
students and those of our people, about 
3,000 in number, who have been nat- 
uralized in tills country, together with 
the families of the latter, and that 
there is no obligation on the part of 
the mikado's government to observe It. 
It Is a purely voluntary restriction on 
tho part of the Japanese government, 
out of sympathy for tho Canadian 
government, for the benefit of our own 
people and with the desire of prevent- 
ing any irritation on the part of Brit- 
ish Columbia by the flooding of the la- 
bor market. This understanding has 
been faithfully observed by Japan, and 
I have no fear of It being departed 
from on the part of tho Dominion gov- 
ernment." 



Guelph to Goderich. 

Goderich. Out., Aug. 26. — The open- 
ing of railway serlvce on the Guelph 
and Goderich branch of the C. P. R. 
took place this morning. Tho whole 
town was en fete, and the station 
platform and river banks were crowd- 
ed with people as the first train gild- 
ed around the hills and hanks of Mait- 
land, GoderTch's "scenic route." A 
largo number of passengers left for 
Toronto and Montreal on the first 
train. 



PACIFIC lit BOAT 
SINKS AT HER DOCK 



Acapulco Turns Turtle on Eve of 
Sailing— No Lives 
Lost 



San Francisco, Aug. 26. — The Pacific 
Mall steamship company's steamer 
Acapulco today turned turtle and 
sank at the company's docks in this 
city. All the passengers and crew es- 
caped, but it is believed that the car- 
go, consisting of general merchandise, 
will be almost a. total loss, as the hull 
of the vessel lies In about 15 feet of 
water, Tho vessel was scheduled to 
sail for Panama, and way ports at 1 
o'clock this afternoon, and was tak- 
ing on her last supply of coal when 
the accident occurred. It is supposed 
to have been caused by the listing of 
tho vessel as the coal was being load- 
ed on one side. 

She went down slowly, and all those 
on board hail time to clamber on the 
dock. One man, who was asleep at 
the time, was roused, and ho succeed- 
ed In saving himself. 

Tho Acapulco Is an ocean steamer 
200 feet long, 40 feet wide, 20 feet 
deep, with n. gross tohnage of 2,572. 
She was built In 1873 by the Tiarlnn- 
Ilolllngsworth company, of Wilming- 
ton, Del. 

Fire started this afternoon In tho 
hold of tho steamer Christian Brothers 
while It was moored alongside the 
wharf at Oakland. The first was 
soon extinguished and the loss, was 
not heavy/

Probability Is Mentioned in 
Political Repyrts at 
Capital 



ASKED TO ACCEPT PORTFOLIO 



Said to Have Advanced Certain Stipu« 
lations As Condition of Taking 
Office, 



Ottawa; Aug. 20.— Tho political 
whirligig has taken another turn. To- 
night it, looks like Mr. Sifton for tho 
cabinet. This lias been one of the sur- 
prises of the day. There is just a 
doubt whether the ex- minister will get 
into harness or not, but It is clear that 
the Premier sees that the only way to 
overcome the difficulty over rival 
claimants Is getting Mr. Sifton back. 

Mr. Fisher was sent to the Thousand 
Islands by Sir Wilfrid on Saturday to 
talk the matter over with the former 
minister of the Interior. Mr. Sifton, It 
is said, was not over willing to re- 
sume business at the Ottawa stand, 
and desired to impose certain stipula- 
tions as a condition of his acceptance 
of a portfolio. AVhlle tho first minister 
may not be able to carry these out at 
present, it is said an assurance has 
been given to Mr. Sifton that Will 
satisfy him. Ho came to town this 
morning with Mr. Fisher, and had a 
talk with .Sir Wilfrid during today. 

Tho slate Is understood to be Pugs-t 
ley for public, works and Sifton fot< 
railways and canals. Of course. In tho 
event of tho hitter's acceptance ' of a 
cabinet position, objection would be 
raised that Ontario, thereby, would be 
deprived of a portfolio, but this ob- 
jection is to be overcome by securing 
an Ontario constituency, probably 
Brockvllle, for Mr. Sifton. Mr. Derby- 
shire would bo asked to create the 
vacancy, and, as compensation, would 
bo given a seat in tho senate. 

No ~ official announcements were/ 
forthcoming today, and it is understood 
there will be none until His Excel-* 
lency, who left for Toronto tonight, re- 
turns to the capital on Friday. The 
roadmisslon of Mr. Sifton to cabinet 
rank will not be very palatable, to the 
province of Quebec, as his attitude ore 
the autonomy bills three sessions ago, 
and his recession from the ministry, 
is still an unpleasant memory. How- 
ever, Sir Wilfrid is supreme, chief. 
What he says goes, and It will not bo 
many days before tho press of the pro- 
vince of Quebec will bo saying whati 
a great statesman Mr. Sifton Is, 
Should Mr. Sifton ultimately stay out, 
then George Graham would como in. 
Associated Press Report. 

Ottawa, Aug. 20.— Sir AVilfrid Lau-< 
rler this afternoon had an interview 
with Lord Grey and placed before the 
governor-general the names of tho two 
new ministers he proposed to take into 
the cabinet. There was a cabinet 
meeting in the afternoon and the re- 
sult of the interview with his excel-* 
lency was reported by Sir Wilfrid to 
his colleagues. Afterwards the two 1 
new ministers were telegraphed for, 
and they will come to Ottawa today 
to be sworn in. Dr. Pugsley will suc- 
ceed Mr. Emmerson and George P. 
Graham will enter tho cabinet front 
Ontario. 



BRYAN ON TAFT 

Democratic Spokesman Displeased I 
With Secretary's Speech. 

Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 2G. — W. J, 
Bryan's reply to the speech of Secre- ! 
tary Taft at Columbus, Ohio, wag 
given out tonight. Secretary Aaft wag 
condemned as a "stranger" on nearly ; 
all the important Issues, and criticized 
for not taking advanced ground In re- 
form. Mr. Bryan complains also thafj 
his own position has been misrepre- 
sented by the secretary. Mr. Bryan 
says in part: "Secretary Taf t's speer It 
will prove a disappointment to tnoso 
who expected a clear note in favor oB 
reform. There is not a single question 
on which ho takes a strong advanced 
position. 

"On tha railroad Question, bo is irt 
favor preventing watered stock, op- 
posed to tho consolidation of compel* 
Ing lines and the duplication of dirtc- 
torates. So far so good; but he dies 
not advocate the ascertaining of the- 
value of the roads or tho reduction ofi 
rates. He even defends the president 
from the charge of favoring the re- 
duction?: made by tho States. 

"On "he trust question, lie thuldera 
at unlawful trusts, but not only does 
not recommend new legislation, but 
takes tho position that a monopoly 
may not be harmful. Ho seems tr> 
lean toward the idea that it must be- 
come convicted of some harmful act, 
and then throws tho burden of tho 
proof upon the government. 

"In other words, he gives tho benefit! 
of the doubt to the corporations in- 
stead of to the people. Ho thinks that 
putting one or two trust magnates in 
the penitentiary would have a healthy 
effect, but he uses so many qualifying 
words tlat ono is left to doubt as to 
what he really favors."

Mr. Northcott's report 
Wits as follows: 

Gentlemen,— Rq petition id' J, W. 
Church and others, objecting to the 
proposed straightening of Cook street. 

In examining this petition 1 found it 
necessary to interview the B, C. Eand 
it Investment Agency, the agents 
for .). A. ,t John Douglas, as to al- 
leged ownership by the latter, and 
found that the deeds for the bulk of 
the property had not passed from the 
Messrs. Douglas to the present re- 
puted owners, so that the former arc 
still the legal owners, and as such had 
signed tlie petition. In the light of 
that, I have to report on the petition 
as follows, viz.: 

The petitioners are J. W. Church, 
Mrs. D. R. Harris, Jas. A. Douglas and 
John Douglas, a total of four repre- 
senting an assessed value of $48,450.00, 

The non-petitioners are J. D. Vir- 
tue, Miss L. Millan, Miss B. 
Mclvenzie, Mary ,1. Foster, Jno. Rai- 
nier, Bank of B. N. A., Henry Moore, 
M. W. T. Drake, R. P. Rithet and 
Mrs. W. Ollphant, a total of 10 repre- 
senting an assessment of $24,030.00. 

In my opinion, this matter should lie 
referred to the solicitors. 

In addition, there was a letter sign- 
ed by Herbert Bleasdale, R. Whitney 
and T. ('. Birnie, notifying the council 
that as owners of lots 2 and 3, block 
"H," Fairfield estate, they protested 
against the proposed straightening of 
Cook street. » 
Reopened Discussion 

The report of the building inspector 
reopened the whole discussion and the 
facts relating to the project, the ob- 
jections raised thereto and the city's 
action was again thoroughly can- 
vassed. 

Mayor Morley declared that the 
matter was not thoroughly understood 
even by the parties most directly in- 
terested. When the bylaw was first 
passed it was Intended that the cost of 
making the improvements be spread 
over that part, of tlie street to be 
benefited, but instead the bylaw only 
made the cost apply to that part ex- 
tending to Fairfield road and from 
there to tlie sea. The part most 
benefited had not been assessed. The 
mayor stated that while the repre- 
sentative of the Douglas estate had 
petitioned against tlie project ~lt was 
well known that they luuT"disposed of 
their holdings though the property 
still stood registered in their names. 
The question was whether those who 
stand as registered owners of property 
hut who have, in reality disposed of 
their interest to others can have any 
say in dealings with such property. 
He did not think they could and that 
therefore their objections to the 
scheme carried no weight. 

Aid. Fell — The courts have decided 
that such is the case nevertheless, j 

Mayor Morley — In a sense they have, 
but not in a case such as the .Cook 
street matter. 

Aid. Fell— You will find that the 
court's ruling will apply in this case. 

Mayor Morley— tt would seem that 
when* the council undertakes any 
measure for the benefit of the city 
some Interest affected starts a cam- 
paign against the council's plans. If 
this can always he done the city coun- 
cil might as well quit business. 

Aid. Fell — Do I understand that these 
petitions are on time? 

It was explained to Aid. Fell what 
steps had been taken in the matter of 
improving Cook street. He had been 
absent from the city when the matter 
went through the council and was not 
conversant with the facts. 

Mayor Morley — No, they are not, 
but the council thought it wise to see 
j what the petitioners had to say against 
the work, although these petitions are 
certainly out of order. The bylaw 
authorizing the Improvement work 
was passed, and there was no objec- 
tions taken then. 

Unwise to Amend Bylaw 
Aid. Pell thought it would he unwise 
to amend the bylaw because then 
those who were now out of order in 
raising objections to the work would 
he in order and it would lie better to 
leave the matter for a year when those 
unregistered owners would doubtless 
have completed their titles and would 
be in a position to he heard. 

Mayor Morley urged that the work- 
be gone on with at once. There are 
no buildings there now and the Im- 
provements could be rushed. 

Aid. Henderson thought tlie council 
would be wise to ascertain from the 
city solicitor whether or not the by- 
law was legal. He was convinced that 
the city's position was a strong one 
and tlie work should go ahead. 

Aid. fell said that he had seen it 
stated that tlie Douglas brothers would 
claim ownership of the street allow- 
ance, basing their claim on the fact 
that, the land had been given to t ho 
city for a speclllc purpose which the 
City was now about to alter and that 
they would chum that the property 
reverted to the estate, if such were 
tlie case, Aid. Fell declared, it was 
tlie most serious point yet raised and 
it would put an end to the prosecu- 
tion of the work'. The City would 
have to settle With the Douglases. 
Where Mistake Was Made 
Aid. Hal! declared that the mistake 
had been made right at the beginning 
of the negotiations. He had been un- 
der the Impression that all parties In- 
terested had been consulted, but. It 
afterwards developed that but a very 
small minority had, In fact been com- 
municated with, Had he known that 
lie would never have voted for tlie 
measure. It had been stated that the 
cost to the city would be only $1,000 
but previous cases similar to the one 
before the council had cost the city, a 
large amount when It had been figured 
out. 

Aid. Meston advocated allowing the 
matter to stand until all parties *in- 
terested could lie seen, 

It was finally decided upon motion 
id' Alii. Hanna, seconded by Aid. Fell 
that th'' whole question be referred to 
the city solicitor to be considered by 
him witli regard to tlie validity of the 
bylaw and thi' question of thu Dotiglas 
claim in tin 1 ownership of the street. 
Would Erect Cabins. 

Peter tievolle appeared before I lie 
council to object to the action of the 
building ' Inspector, who yesterday 



morning refused him a permit to erect 
a row of cabins on Lot 727 Chatham 
street, south side, between Douglas and 
Blanchard streets. Mr. Levello pro- 
posed to erect a string of 30 cabins 
under a single roof. He waa on hand 
with a plan, which lie explained to the 
aldermen. 

Building Inspector Northcott stated 
to the council that the reason for re- 
fusing thti permit was because he did 
not think buildings of that, nature 
should bo allowed In a residential dis- 
trict. 

"I certainly wouldn't like such an 
nrtlclo of building to go up alongside 
my own house,' he declared. 

The property on which it was pro- 
posed by Mr. Develle to erect the cab- 
ins, backs up to tlie Baptist church. 
Mr. Develle did not think the district 
could be called a residential one and, 
anyway, the tenants of the cabins 
would be of a desirable class. At the 
suggestion of Mayor Morley the mat- 
ter was left over for a week in order 
that the adjoining property owners 
could be notified and, if they so de- 
sired, could enter a protest against the 
erection of the cabins. 

Has Been Pulled Down. 

Mr. Northcott also reported that the 
building, an old shed, In the rear of 170 
Government street, which had been 
condemned as unsanitary and a men- 
ace in case of fire, the property of T. 
I. Worthlngtorii had been pulled down 
by the owner. It was In connection 
with the condemnation of this shod 
that R. Johnston, agent for tlie Worth- 
ingtoa estate, appeared at the hist 
meeting of the council and emphatical- 
ly declared that no such building ex- 
isted on the property. Mr. Northcoto 
last night was quite ready to agree, 
with Mr. Johnston. No building was 
there; it had been pulled down. 

The council took final steps in con- 
nection with the demolition of the 
buildings condemned by the building 
inspector, the lire chief, and tlie sani- 
ttary inspector when it was moved by 
Alderinan_ Pell that the work of pull- 
ing them down he proceeded with after 
the regular five days' notice is given. 
Water Question. 

Tlie following resolution was passed, 
notice of which was given by Mayor 
Morley last week: That the water 
commissioner be instructed to write to 
tlie Esquhnalf Waterworks company 
with tile object of ascertaining: 

(1) At what figure and on what 
terms the company will sell to the 
Corporation the whole of its undertak- 
ing ami holdings at Goldstrcam and 
Thetis lake; 

2() At what figure and on what 
terms the company will sell all water 
now -running to waste below its power 
house; 

(3) At what figure, on what terms 
and in wiiat quantities the company 
will sell water to the corporation and 
deliver It to the west side of Victoria 
Arm within the city limits, 
New Feature. 

Alderman Hanna objected to clause 
two of the above being retained. The 
city should get tlie whole or nothing. 

Alderman Pell drew attention to the 
fact, which he claimed h as been over- 
looked, that under the law the water- 
works company cannot be compelled to 
sell more than r,,000,000 gallons a day 
for five years,. It may be that after 
live years expires tlie city could not 
buy at all except at whatever figure 
the company was pleased to ask. 

The data that it is expected to se- 
cure from the above resolution is being 
gathered by the city to submit to Mr/ 
Adams, the San Francisco expert, who 
is engaged by 'theiclty to go Into tho 
whole question of a water supply for 
Victoria. In that connection also the 
city will ask tho Vancouver Portland 
Cement company for its price at which 
it will relinquish to the. city its record 
to power rights in the Sooke Dake sec- 
tion. 

Boulevarding Work. 

The following resolution moved by 
Alderman Henderson, seconded by Al- 
derman Vincent, was passed: 

That the city council herebv de- 
termines that it is desirable to 
finish tlie work of boulevarding 
on the streets hereunder mentioned 
by depositing loam thereon, seeding 
same with grass seed, planting trees 
thereon and laying water pipes there- 
in. 

1. Richmond avenue, both sides, 
from Oak bay avenue to Calboro bay 
road. 

2. Klford street, both sides, from 
Fort street to Pandora avenue. 

3. Elliott street, south side, from 
Government street to Douglas street. 

4. Michigan street, both sides, from 
Government street to Douglas street. 

Clarence street, both sides, from 
Niagara street to Sinicoe street. 

0. Superior street, both sales, from 
Slmcoe street to Douglas street. 

7. South Turner street, both sides, 
from Sinicoe street to Dallas road. 

5. Medana street, both sides, from 
Sinicoe street to Niagara street. 

And that all .if said work be done by 
day labor and carried out under the 
provisions of the local Improvement, 
general bylaw and amendment there- 
to. Carried.

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Robert Kerr, passenger traffic man- 
ager of the C. P. K., with headquar- 
ters at Montreal, with C. E. B. Ussher, 
assistant traffic manager of the same 
road's western lines, is In the,, city. 
The two gentlemen are on their an- 
nual tour of inspection. They have 
visited the various mountain resorts 
and Okanagan and leave today for the 
east via Spokane and the Crows Nest 
Pass.

The Water Question. 

Sir, — I have within the last week 
discussed the water question with 
ratepayers of all classes, and find that 
a curious confusion of thought exists 
with regard to the question of an Im- 
proved supply, notwithstanding 'the 
fact that the matter has been written 
and spoken of for the last three years. 
I therefore propose to endeavor to clear 
the ground and to again state I lie 
case as it presents Itself to me, hoping 
that, whether my views are right or 
wrong, the following statement of them 
may Induce criticism, whether favor- 
able or not, from others. 

Our object Is, of course, to procure 
a supply of water sufficient, in quant- 
ity, within the shortest possible time, 
and at the lowest cost. Three courses 
seem open to us. 

First — To institute a new supply 
from Sooke lake. 

Second — To purchase the whole sys- 
tem of the Esquimau W. W. Co. 

Third — To avail ourselves of our 
rights and demand water from the 
company. 

The first alternative would meet our 
wants as to quantity and purity. 
Whether it would do so as to pressure 
without pumping, seems more than 
doubtful. As to time it would 'require 
probably, from two to three years. The 
cost would be some millions, say, two 
to three. It therefore fails in two

Chief Langley was present last night 
and addressed the meeting on the 
matter. He said that never before in 
; tin; history of the city bad such dls- 
| regard of l lie law been shown as at 
present. There are at present some 
sixty or seventy machines in the city. 
| .Most of the speeding is done at night 
after dark when it was practically im- 
i possible Tor the police to ascertain 
I tho number of the machine or the 
driver. 

It was a common tiling for drivers 
Of automobiles to travel through the 
city at a speed of from twenty-five 
to thirty-five miles an hour, and ow- 
ing to the small number of policemen 
It was impossible to keep tab on the 
many offenders. One thing was cer- 
tain that unless something was done 
at onco to curb the reckless driving 
someone was going to be badly hurt. 
In fact It was a marvel that many ac- 
cidents had not occurred ere this. Ho 
considered ten miles an hour too great 
I a speed, particularly after dark, and 
I the present system of numbering tho 
ears was also wrong as it was impns- 
' siblo when a machine was going at a 
fast clip to see tho number on the 
j rear, even If the lamp generally at- 
tached at the rear was lighted. He 
thought the number should be fixed 
across the glass of the tall lamp so 
as to show up against the light. 

There could be no doubt, tho chief 
declared, that the lines levied on of- 
fenders against the speed regulations 
were .much too small and this was 
shown to be the case by the fact that 
hitherto the Inflicting of lines of even 
$25 had apparently not the slightest 
effect In stopping the fast driving. 

He stated that on Sunday night sev- 
eral machines were being driven at an 
exceedingly high rate of speed across 
| the causeway and he had stationed 
an officer there to endeavor to catch 
some of the offenders, but it was Im- 
possible to distinguish the numbers 
on the machine or to recognize the 
drivers of the cars. 

Aid. Fell explained (h 
numbering cars in vogue In the east. 
The numbers were fixed upon the glass 
of the side lamps, could be easily dis- 
tinguished and apparently answered 
| the purpose very well. The idea of 
' chasing the speeding autos in another 
j machine has been tried in several cities 
I but It didn't appear to work very sue- 
! cossfully, and it means that there are 
two machines careering through tho 
j streets in place of one. 

"They shoot the tires in some 
| places," remarked Mayor Moiiey. 

"I've often thought a rifle wns a 
good means of stopping a machine," 
said Mr. Fell, "but it's somewhat dan- 
gerous. A five hundred dollar lino 
would do the trick." . 

"That's what we want," declared the 
mayor. 

It was suggested that that would 
give the offender a fine chance to fight 
the case and occasion a law suit. 

"Well, that should please us," chimed 
in Aid. Hall, who declared that the 
drivers and owners of machines did 
not care for the present small fine In- 
flicted and oven though there was a 
provincial, act. regulating this matter 
| of speeding he thought there was a 
bylaw of the city under which the 
speed of machines could bo regulated. 

"If something Is not done at once 
someone is going to be killed," ho de- 
clared. 

Aid. Foil thought the regulation ri'iw 
in force in Vancouver prohibiting che 
driving of autos in the public parks 
during certain hours of the day was a 
good one which might properly be put 
Into force here. 

AM. Verrindcr suggested that while 
the council was on die question it 
might he well to consider the passing 
of regulations for other vehicles. He 
thought (hat every vehicle traveling 
the city streets after dark should he 
forced to carry a lamp or lamps and 
even a tail lamp and Aid. Hall sugges- 
ted that it would also be a good thing 
to enforce the rule of the road, as at 
present there was a great disregard of 
it. Drivers' are apparently becoming 
dally more careless. 

Mayor Morley though! thai In the 
case of autos a fine of at least $100 
should, be inflicted. That, be thought, 
would make them sit tip and take 
notice that the city's regulations must 
bo observed. In some cities a second 
offense was punishable by the seizure 
of the auto which was held for a term 
by th'« authorities. 

The matter was Anally disposed of 
by Instructing tho city solicitor to pre- 
pare an amendment to the bylaw mak- 
ing the line for breaches of the bylaw 
much heavier than at present, though 
no figure was fixed. 



report states, after giving reasons: "It 
(Sooko) is therefore in my judgment 
not. to be considered at the present 
time." AVe may, I think, consequently 
leave the Sookc idea out of the ques- 
tion. 

Second — To purchase the Coldstream 
system. This alternative seems to 
meet our requirements as to quantity, 
quality and pressure. Mr. Adams re- 
ports of it In all these respects in the 
very highest terms. lie says: "Gold- 
stream therefore presents an unusual 
combination of great natural advant- 
ages, which make it almost ideal as a 
source of water supply." 

He estimates the cost of laying pipes, 
etc., to corner Henry and Government' 
streets at $41-1, 000, which would havsi 
to be added to Hie price paid to the 
company, say a million and a half; In 
all $1', 000, 000. As to time we may say, 
fifteen months, probably more being 
council work. 

Third — To demand a supply from the 
waterworks company. Upon this de- 
mand within fifteen months to supply 
nt the city boundary from 500.000 to 
5,000,000 gallons for consumers and 
any quantity free of charge for flush- 
ing and washing gutters or filling fire 
tanks. That is to say the city can ask 
for (say) one, two or three million 
gallons at present, and can repeat their 
demand up to five million gallons as 
population increases. The company, of 
course, having to provide and lay pipes 
to the citv boundary and keep them 
up. The question Is, which of these 
two remaining alternatives (leaving 
out Sooko) are most favorable for 
us ratepayers. 

These two alternatives are ideal leal 
as to quantity, quality and pressure. 
As to cost per annum. First, pur- 
chasing the company's system and 
laving pipe, etc., to > city boundary, 
two millions will have to be borrowed 
at (say) 4»4 per cont., $90,000, per an- 
num, 

Second— Taking- 'Water from com- 
pany at G cents per 'thousand gallons 
under obligation to receive it for five 
years. Say we demand at present three 
million gallons, which would lie ample; 
as we shall receive besides water for 
flushing and fire tanks, free of cost. 
We should have to pay the company 
stem of j $ Br)i 700 per annum, retaining the rights 
to demand from time to time as wo 
may require It, a further quantity to 
suit our requirements, up to five mil- 
lion gallons. As to time, the company 
Is absolutely bound down to fifteen 
months. I say nothing of the relative 
cost of bringing the water from the 
citv boundary. That is part of the dis- 
tribution which is necessary wherever 
the water comes from. 

The two alternatives are then equal 
as regards sufficiency, quality and 
pressure.

EDWARD MUSC1BAVE. 

Tho First Steamboat. 

Sir: In your editorial notes In Sun- 
day's Colonist you stated that this 
month of August Is the centenary .of 
(he first vessel propelled by steam— 
the Clermont, built by Robert Fulton, 
on the Hudson river. In doing so you 
are merely repeating the legend ac- 
cepted all over the American continent. 

Not lo Robert Fulton, but to "William 
Symington of Dunfrlesshire belongs the 
credit of originating tho first success- 
ful steamboat; 

The first boat wns an experiment 
built for Patrick Millar, an Edinburgh 
banker, and completed December 2G, 
1789, Symlndton building the engines 
at the Carron Iron works In Stirling- 
shire. This steamer on the Firth and 
Clyde canal towed a heavy load at a 
speed of seven miles per hour, but the 
canal authorities were afraid of the 
bank* being destroyed, by the wash, 
and the usual fate attended this Inno- 
vation. 

In 1S02 a new vessel was built ex- 
pressly for steam navigation on tho 
Firth and Clyde canal, called the "Char- 
lotto Dunda.5," again under William 
Symington's supervision. The engines, 
a single cylinder 22 Inch diameter by 
4 feet stroke, nlso built at the Carr/sn 
Iron works, the drawings from Which 
the engine was constructed being still 
extant. This boat drew a load of 70 
tons at a, speed of three and a half 
miles against a strong gale of wind; 
without the load she made easily six 
miles per hour. This admitted suc- 
cess was again cut short by the canal 
trust being fearful that she would de- 
stroy the embankments; 

■However, a bright day seemed to ho 
drawing for Symington, when one Au- 
gust morning after breakfast in 1802, 
flic great duke of Bridgewatcr sent for 
him to come to Bridgewatcr house find 
ordered him to construct eight, 'steam 



tugboats for the Bridgewatcr canal. 

In those, days it wns a matter of 
time to make arrangements for so 
large an order, and the duke dying six 
months later, his affairs were left 
confusion, and Symington bereft of 
patron was stranded. 

In connection with the "Charlotte 
Dundas" yon will find in the Ency- 
clopedia Brittannica Mr. Symington's 
account of his Interview with Mr. Ful 
ton. In this ho tells of giving full 
and free information to Fulton, light- 
ing the lire himself, getting up steam 
nnd taking Mr. Fulton for a trip of 
four miles west on tho canal arid back 
again in an hour and twenty minutes 
(at the rate of six miles per hour) to 
the great astonishment of Fulton nnd 
his friends. 

During the trip Fulton asked Sym- 
ington if he might take notes; the lat- 
ter made no objection, as he consid- 
ered the more publicity given any dis- 
covery intended for the public good the 
better. In consequence Fulton pulled 
out a notebook and Jotted down every- 
thing particularly with his own obser- 
vations. After this Robert Fulton went 
to North America and In duo . time — 
1S07 — he launched the Clermont. 

But there should bo no mistake made 
by anyone who values the traditions of 
British steam navigation that to Brit- 
ain belongs alike tho credit for the 
"Charlotte Dundas" in 1S02 and the 
"Lusilanin" In n»07, each of them in 
Its own way as great an achievement 
as any on record.

does not acknowledge her as the mother 
but. simply as a younger and highly 
esteemed sister. 

Even without insisting, as do some 
ecclesiastical historians, on the lineal 
connection of the Presbyterian church 
with the Culdeos of early Britain, the 
modern revival of that form of Church 
government antedates by eleven years 
the birth of the Church of England; 

Tho act of supremacy, which gave 
existence to tlie Church of England as 
n national body Independent of the pa- 
pal see, was passed by the English 
Parliament In 1531. 

In October 152.1 eleven years earlier — 
a council of Reformers met. In Zurich 
and adopted the principles of Prosbyter- 
lanistn as the distinctive principles of 
the Reformed Churches. In 1535 French 
Switzerland tinder tlie leadership of 
Farel, Veret and Calom, adopted tho 
same principles. Twenty years later, 
1 555. the Huguenots followed the ex- 
ample and established tho French Re- 
formed church on a Presbyterian basis. 
In Belgium nnd Germany the Reform- 
ed church took form In 1560; and about 
the same time Scotland, having separat- 
ed from the papacy; and "having been 
mud/' over In tlie likeness of John 
Knox," established the Presbyterian 
form of Church government. 

None of the churches above named had 
ever been a part o£ tho Church of Eng- 
land, and consequently could never have 
separated from her. 

The Presbyterian church of England 
with her splendid history of quiet ag- 
gressive work at home and noble mis- 
sionary enterprise abroad, is not the 
oldest member of the Presbyterian 
group but a comparatively late addition 
thereto. It was' not until the fall of 
1572 that a number of ministers and lay 
men met at Wandsworth, near London 
and organized the first Presbytery on 
FngllKh soil. Nearly fifty years after 
the adoption of Prcsby terlanism by the 
Reformed eiinrehes on the Continent. 
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unduly Influenced and "he! 
the mossback policy of tw 
relicts of "old Victoria."

1 have read with great Interest 
the splendid address with which tho 
Bishop of Columbia opened the proceed- 
ings of the Diocesan Synod at Nanaimo 
last Wednesday. Most heartily do wo 
all rejoice in the splendid and practical 
Work Wljioh is being carried on through- 
out the diocese, under Ids Lordship's ad- 
ministration. 

Although. 1 shrink from provoking 
anything like a controversy I am con- 
strained In the Interest of historical ac- 
curacy to take issue with his Lord- 
ship on one statement contained in his 
address.

The 
independents were tho first lo break 
away in the year 15(le . . . and the 
Presbyterians followed shortly after."

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BUSiNESS ON THE E. & N. 

The discussion at the Hoard () 
Trsirlr, mnmj yoBfoivlny with Mr Mar 
pole and the other officials of the Can 
ndian Pacific relating to business ban 
Sled over the Esquimau & Nanalmo 
railway between Victoria nod eastern 
points, as well as that carried by the 
Charmer, was very interesting and is 
certain to lead to valuable results. It 
is fair to say that Mr, Marpole ap 
predates the need of action perhaps 
bettci than any one else, and is doinj 
his utmost to relieve the situation, Ho 
hopes to be able to do so, but felt un- 
able to make as full a statement on 
the subject as lie would like until he 
has been in communication a little 
further with Sir Thomas Shaughnessy 
on the subject. From what hints Mr. 
Marpole has thrown out as to his plans, 
wc feel very sure that if he is aide tc 
carry them into effect, they will give 
very general satisfaction. 

I The most interesting part of Mr. 
Marpole's remarks were those regard- 
ing the great and unexpected develop- 
ment of business at Victoria. Ho said 
that it had surpassed every expecta- 
tion, and he looked forward with great 
confidence to a still further increase 
consequent upon the extension of the 
railway. This is very encouraging. It 
means much for this city in every way. 
It means that this will be a divisional 
point for a system of lines several 
hundred miles in length, when the 
plans of the company have been fully 
carried out. Without doubt the few 
remarks made by Mr. Marpole were the 
most encouraging that any railroad 
man has ever made in the city, for 
they not only spoke of things to come 
but they testilled to a growth and ex- 
pansion now going on which is highly 
gratifying. 

It is not very easy to appreciate how 
much the plans of the. great transcon- 
tinental company will mean for this 
city. These plans for the present are 
for a railway to Alberni, one to Camp- 
bell River and one to Covyichan Lake. 
This will mean that, including th 
present line of the R. & N., the win 
pany will have some 250 miles on th 
island, which will probably be in- 



creased to 400 before the company has 
completed its work. Of this system 
Victoria will be the headquarters, and 
with the trade that will be built up 
along this length of line, we may look 
for the development of a very large 
amount of business here. The outlook 
is certainly very rosy, and while there 
are some local difficulties to be over- 
come, we aro conlident that Mr. Mar- 
pole will be able to discover a way of 
accomplishing what is necessary In 
that direction. 

Stress may be laid upon one point 
talked of at the meeting, namely, the 
expediting of freight sent cast by way 
of Ladysmith. It seems as if it ought 
to be possible to make. an arrangement 
so- that a car of freight leaving here 
in the morning would arrive in Van- 
couver that night, in which case it 
would go forward on the following 
nibrnlng. Ultimately we look for busi- 
ness so to develop that the company 
will see its way clear to putting on 
a self-propelling car ferry, which will 
enable a car from Victoria to be de- 
livered in Vancouver in much less 
time than it at present takes; that Is, 
a car might be loaded here before noon 
and be delivered In Vancouver the 
same night in time to be attached to 
the eastbound loyal freight on the fol- 
lowing morning. Such an arrangement 
as this would very nearly equalize con- 
ditions between this city and Vancou- 
ver. Of course, we do not look for 
anything so soon as that just now, but 
suggest it its something that may be 
looked for after a time. 



age authority. We concede that there 
are reasons why, in the public Inter- 
est, this ought to be the case, but the 
pilotage authority not only con- 
trols the monopoly but tixes the 
charges, subject of course, to ratifica- 
tion by the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries two or three thousand miles 
away. This does not seem to be in 
the public Interest. The natural de 
sire of the business community is to 
have the charges made as low as is 
consistent with safety, that Is with the 
maintenance of a sufficient staff ot 
competent pilots. There seems to be 
thorough accord between the pilots and 
the Pilotage authority, from which we 
Infer'' that the rates are put high 
enough to suit the pilots. As we un- 
derstnnd the matter, the members of 
the Pilotage Board, exclusive of. the sep- 
rota'ry. receive no pay for their ser- 
vices, and the salary of the Secretary 
Is a fixed sum. Therefore, It seems as 
If any Increase in the pilotage charges 
must be in iiie interest of the pilots 
only, and hence the interests of the 
pilots are hostile to the interests of 
the port. The business community 
wants the port to be made as cheap as 
possible; the pilots want the charges 
to be fixed at a sum wltich will give 
them the greatest possible pay for 
their services. We do not find 1 any 
fault with the pilots. Naturally, they 
want all they can get. Most people, 
who have the monopoly of a public 
service, try to make the public pay all 
they will stand and there is probably 
as much human nature In a pilot as 
there is in any one else. / 

The second point we wish to make 
is that, in our humble judgment, pilot- 
age should be a department of the gov- 
ernment; that the pilots should be 
members of the civil service and be 
paid salaries for the work they per- 
form, which salaries should be per- 
manent monthly salaries without vari- 
ation whether there was much or little 
work to do. 

A third point Is that for the whole 
Canadian seaboard reached by way of 
tile Strait of Juan de Puca there ought 
to be one Pilotage Board, which ought 
to consist of a chief pilot, a secretary 
and as many asslstant. pilots as busi- 
ness requires, the present local boards 
being abolished. The head office 
ought to be at Victoria, as this is the 
port nearest the ocean, and the pilot- 
age charges should be fixed in propor- 
tion to the nature of the services to 
be performed. That is to say, the 
charge for rowing out in a boat and 
bringing a ship into the Outer 
Wharves, which might be only a mat- 
ter of half an hour, ought not to In; 
as great as the charge for taking a 
vessel to ComOX. This gradation of 
charges would be an advantage to Vic- 
toria, but seeing that nature has given 
Victoria an advantage in position, why 
should it be taken away by fixing 
excessive pilotage charge upon vessels 
coming here? 

l astly, we suggest that the pay of 
pilots should be liberal, so as to 
tract good men to the service, and that 
the fees should be regulated so as to 
meet expenses and no more. The re 
sponsible head of the service should 
be the chief pilot, and he should be 
responsible directly to the Department 
of Marine and Fisheries. 

We throw out these suggestions foi 
consideration by all who are interest- 
ed in seeing that the cost of pilotage 
is reduced to as low a figure as possi- 
ble, as well as by the pilots themselves, 
who would probably consider fixity of 
tenure of office and a definite salary 
as good, all things considered, as the 
present arrangement. 



PILOTAGE 

It is understood that the operation 
of the new pilotage charges will be 
temporary suspended. This is good 
as far as it goes, and we hope that a 
Tu II inquiry will lead to justice being 
done the port of Victoria. An attempt 
is being made in some quarters to cre- 
ate the impression that the movement 
for lower pilotage has a political com- 
plexion. This Is unfortunate, because 
there is not the slightest ground for 
such a suspicion. The movement had 
Its genesis in a desire to promote the 
welfare of the city, and is being urged 
with that object and Willi that alone. 
It occurs to the Colonist that the 
whole pilotage question may well be 
overhauled. This cannot be construed 
into a political observation, because 
the present arrangement has been In 
force under botli the Conservative 
and the Liberal regime. 

In the first place we would point out 
that the pilotage business is an abso- 
lute cast iron monopoly. No matter 
how competent a man may ba to bring 
a vessel to the dock, he may not do 
so wjthout paying tribute to ttye pilot- 



PROV1NCIALISM. 

In a recent American magazine 
there is an article on the ancestry of 
the King of Spain's little son, and the 
effort of the writer is to demonstrate 
that lie has lunacy in his veins. All 
through tile article there is an assump- 
tion that because an individual is a 
member of a royal household he is 
necessarily either imbecile or some- 
thing very much like it. This wretched 
provincialism is becoming more ami 
more common in the United States, 
the people of which country are be- 
coming narrow-minded to a degree 
that would have seemed Incomprehen- 
sible half a. century ago. If the read- 
ing of these magazines were confined 
to tli.. people of the United States, we 
would not think it worth while; to say 
anything about them, but they circu- 
late widely in Canada and are poison- 
ing the minds of the Canadian people. 
Wo do not' suppose that there is any 
special reason why the Canadians 
should concern themselves witli tin; 
prospects of the young heir to the 
Spanish throne becoming imbecile, but 
there Is reason why they should en- 
deavor to get correct ideas of people 
in foreign lands who have In the past 
played leading parts in national af- 
fairs, or are now living in the fierce 
light that beats upon a throne. They 
will not do Ibis if they accept the 
oninlons promulgated by very many 
American writers. As a rule these 
magazine articles are not accurate in 
their statements of fact. On the face of 
them they bear evidence of having been 
written with no better sources of 
knowledge, than a encyclopedia; and 
those who have had occasion to make 
historical researches will bear us out 
in saying that it does not do to take 
what the encyclopaedias say for law 
and gospel. Even the Brltannlca is 
frcauentlv astray. Magazine articles 
compiled from such sources are unrc- 
linhla in very many instances. The 
writer of them Invents facts to fill up 
the hiatuses In his narrative, and gives 
his own opinions as though they were 
the verdict of history. Canadian read- 



ers should be upon their guard against 
so-called historical articles appearing 
In cheap American magazines, and es- 
pecially against accepting the opinions 
of the writers. In the article above 
mentioned the writer sets out to de- 
monstrate that there is Insanity in the 
blood of the royal house of Spain, and 
consequently everything going to es- 
tablish that Idea is magnified and 
pushed to the front. We do not assert 
that there have not been representa- 
tives of the House of Hapsburg who 
have been Insane, but probably if we 
could fot nt the pedigree of a great 
many people as closely as we can at 
that of this family we might find that 
there was an insane streak In it. But, 
as we have said, we are not particu- 
larly concerned as to the young Span- 
ish prince. What we wish to warn 
readers against is the narrow pro- 
vincialisms becoming: so common 
among the people of the United States. 

THE "YELLOW PERIL." 

A considerable number of years ago 
Lord Wolseley. startled the world by a 
prediction that 'the time was' fast ap- 
proaching when the white races of the 
earth would require to combine In a 
defensive . movement against the ag- 
gression of the hordes of Asia; but 
while he was listened to with the at- 
tention, which is always manifested 
When a student of world-problems 
cares to speak, no general alarm was 
created, the consensus of opinion being 
that the danger he pictured must lie 
a very long way off. Here in British 
Columbia, where the waters which 
wash our shores extend unbroken to 
the coast of Asia, we are, owing to 
the rapid march of events, brought 
face to face witli the problem which 
Wolseley foresaw the Occident would 
one day have to grapple witli. No 
thoughtful person can approach this 
problem without being at once Impress- 
ed by Its serious nature and the intri- 
cacies which confront those who would 
essay a solution of it. There Is no 
division of sentiment amongst the 
people of Canada in respect to the 
necessity, of the gates being closed 
against the influx from the Orient. 
But there is an obstacle in the way of 
our freedom of action to take the ne- 
cessary steps to carry out our wishes. 
That obstacle — which of course Is an 
obvious one — may be described as be- 
ing involved In the necessity of Great 
Britain, when It is deemed expedient, 
in the Interests ot the Empire, forming 
an alliance with an Asiatic Power. It, 
may be stated thus: Will not the 
loyalty of Canadians by such an 
alliance be put to too severe i 
test, if we are asked tt. ob 
serve a treaty which implies the un 
trammelled entry of Asiatics to Brit 
ish soil'.' The situation is grave in 
the extreme. On the one hand we ore 
confronted with the certainty that 
there is a disposition on the part of 
all Canadians neither by word or deed 
imperil Imperial interests; on the 
other hand, we have the equal cer- 
tainty that a strict observance of the 
terms of the treaty will impose upon 
loyal people conditions Which they 
simply cannot bear. The Toronto News 
puts the case quite forcibly when. In 
the course of a lengthy editorial arti- 
cle, it says: 

"It Is difficult in view of the rela- 
tions between Great Britain aiffi Japan, 
and the exigencies of Imperial policy, 
to see how Ottawa can allow Provin- 
cial legislation against the Japanese 
to go Into effect, but it is certain that 
persistence in the policy of disallow- 
ance will breed serious friction be- 
tween the Province and the central 
authority, and seriously affect the 
prospects of Government candidates in 
tile coast constituencies. The future 
relations of China and Japan with the 
United States and with Canada con- 
stitutes a problem of tremendous signi- 
cance. The exclusion of the Japanese 
people may involve us i" very serious 
consequences, and yet nothing is more 
certain than that a higher civilization 
cannot be maintained in presence of a 
lower, and that the free admission of 
Asiatic people will submerge white 

labor wherever the two forces come 
into contact."

The extension of the E. & N. rail- 
way to Alberni will pass through both 
Old and New Alberni. Such is the 
announcement of It. Marpole, vice- 
president of the road and general ex- 
ecutive assistant for the C. P. R. In 
this province. The terminus will be 
at New Alberni and the company has 
obtained foreshore rights there from 
the Andersons. Some of the land 
acquired, not needed for railway pur- 
poses will be leased to mill companies 
and others desirous of using It. 

Work upon the now section will bo 
rushed immediately. One gang of men 
will leave here and another will be 
sent over from Vancouver. They will 
proceed to cle.ar the right of way. The 
work will require some time. Mr. 
Marpole could not say how long, but 
expressed thc_ fear that there would be 
difficulty in obtaining sufficient labor. 

At New Alberni the water Is deep 
enough to enable liners to dock. The 
railway company has not acquired a 
townsite at either of the Albernls. 

The Cowichan lake branch will be 
proceeded with as soon as the com- 
pany Is guar.nnteod sufficient business 
to make It profitable. Everything de- 
ponds upon the .lumbermen. The com- 
pany owns some of the limits, but 
most of them haVc neon acquired by 
private companies. In the meantime 
survey parties are busy upon the pro- 
posed Cowichan route, and when it is 
decided to go ahead there will be no 
unnecessary delay. 

Other survey parties are now work- 
ing up between Coniox and Campbell 
river. The country which the pro- 
ppsed extension would open up Is very 
line and resembles portions of Shrop- 
shire. The company will apply for a 
subsidy for this line, at the next ses- 
sion of parliament. The country is 
a dillicult one to build through. The 
plans so far provide for an extension 
only as far as Campbell river. 

The scheme for clearing the E. & 
N. lands Is occupying .Mr. Marpole's 
attention at the present time also. Yes- 
terday he met E. E, Billinghurst, who 
is, representing the British Columbia 
Land & Development Company, and 
discussed the situation with him thor- 
oughly. The proposal now made is not 
to attempt to clear large areas ot land 
but to clear about ten acres of land 
in every fifty. The cost to the settler 
will thereby be reduced, and he will 
be able to clear the balance in his 
spare time, utilising it In the mean- 
time for grazing cattle, etc. 

Two land clearing outfits have 
been purchased by the C. P. R. They 
are as an experiment busy in clearing 
Sifty acres at Shaughnessy Heights, 
Vancouver. It is thought that each of 
the outfits will clear about half an 
acre a day. 

When this experiment is over the 
railway company will be in a position 
to estimate the cost of the clearing 
operations, and so lo give qui the ex- 
act price at which the cleared land will 
be sold. Mr. Marpole thinks that the 
estimated cost formerly given was too 
low. It was based upon the cost of 
land clearing in Washington and 
slashing and first clearing were not 
taken into consideration,

He is 
accompanied by a trained nurse and 
valet and a private secretary. If ho 
recovers his mental health, his rela- 
tives and friends, us well ^is a. coterie 
of New York capitalists, expect that 
he will be able to remember, an Idea 
which is worth exactly $1,000,000 to 
him, and several additional millions to 
them. Buoyed up by this hope, they 
have financed his journey. ' ' ' • ' • 

During ten years of constant , work 
In an importing house, in which time 
lie dictated and sent hundreds of tele- 
grams in code to European llrms, and 
transcribed hundreds of replies, Wells 
began experimenting with a new code 
Idea, which, if successful, will bring 
tremendous profits. He planned aiong 
new lines,' by which he asserted that 
he could compress a column of news 
into four words, cable It across tho 
ocean, and then, by reversing tho code 
process and working on expanding 
lines, ho could reproduce the original 
mutter, word for word. For ten years 
ho tolled, then came success. 

In New York ho began n series of 
tests with interested agents, repre- 
senting men who always have a mil- 
lion or two for "something good." One 
of these, acting under his instructions, 
was .initiated into the idea of com- 
prossihg two~thousand-odd words Into 
four code terms. At the first test, ho 
took a passage from Gibbons' History 
of Rome, K is said. "When his work 
had been done. Wells, by whom the 
words were taken, reproduced the or- 
iginal text in two hours, with only 
one slight error. The Investigators 
were amazed that the thing coidd ac- 
tually bo done. They were still in- 
credulous, and even more exacting 
lest* held under every ' possible pro- 
caution to ensure secrecy, were ina'do 
time and again, until they were com- 
pelled to admit that tho young man 
had made good his claims.

Quadruped Whose Bones Were 
Found at Skidegate Was. of 
se Size 



Vancouver, Aug. 20. — Picture a 
quadruped of such enormous propor- 
tions that 1£ it sat on its haunches tn 
Stanley Park it would cover an area 
of one thousand three hundred and 
seventy-live square feet, and its head 
would rear three hundred feet in the 
air — a beast which could squat down 
in the midst of a chimp of gigantic 
Douglas pines and nibble tho tender 
top sprouts from all tho trees within 
an acre of Its position. 

It requires a stretching of the im- 
agination to conjure UP a vision of 
such a monster— a specimen of pre- 
historic animal life which osteologists 
have never even dreamed of. That 
such a terrible creature once roamed 
the wilils of the British Columbia coast 
two Vancouver men aro now In the 
North attempting to prove. 

They are digging out of the earth 
tho bones of tho extinct animal and 
already several pieces of the skeleton 
lia.'e been '.shipped to Vancouver and 
have been viewed by a number of 
scientists and medical men who have 
been utterly bewildered at the spec- 
tacle. 

Seven feet six inches across the 
forehead from eye \o eye is the mea- 
surements of a skull which could not 
be placed in .the biggest retail show 
window on Hastings street. Tho sock- 
ets apparently held eyeballs eighteen 
inches to two ' feet in diameter, with 
pupils the sine of the lenses used in 
large automoblo searchlights. 

Dr. G. E. Bayfield is one of the Van- 
couver medical men who has inspected 
the specimen bones now In Vancouver. 
He Is at a loss to even form an opin- 
ion of what manner of monster they 
belonged to. One of tho bones is a rib 
over sixteen feet In length, another 
half a' pelvic bono remarkably well de- 
veloped.

Mr. Richards is Roughly Handled 
While Trying to Serve a 
Warrant 



"No savvy," was all that Sheriff 
Richards could extract from Jim 
Wong and the other members of the 
Wong family when he attempted to 
serve a warrant upon the aforesaid 
Jim Wong yesterday afternoon at the 
Wong residence on Vancouver street. 
Jim Wong flatly refused to accept a 
warrant of any kind from the officer 
of tho law, and the other Wong in 
a choice assortment of language ably 
seconded him In his decision which 
was announced to the sheriff In that 
familiar "No savvy," the refuge of all 
Chinese when they are not anxious to 
hold speech with a white man. 

Nothing daunted, Sheriff Richards 
attempted t'o enter thc\We.ng residence 
for tho purpose' of serving the papers 
on the head pf the establishment. That 
was tho cue Tor action and a cessation 
of words with the wily Celestials. 
When tho sheriff ascended the steps 
they tendered him a most enthusiastic 
reception. A committee of four of the 
Wong family waited in person on Mr. 
Richards and when he had recovered 
his senses he found himself on the 
sidewalk in a badly bruised condition. 
The Wongs had simply nicked him Up 
and heaved him into the .street. 

Accustomed to being turned down 
and even thrown out at times, Sheriff 
Richards again mounted the steps' 
and tried a second time to enter the 
dwelling. His reception was just as 
cordial as before, the only difference 
being that on this second occasion the 
Chinese varied the proceeding a trifle 
by gently rubbing the sheriffs face on 
the floor before throwing him to the 
pavement. 

When the sheriff came to he looked 
like the victim of a street car acci- 
dent. His clothing was torn anil dis- 
arranged, there were sundry bumps 
about ills anatomy not put there, by 
nature and blood flowed freely from 
his nose and some skin abrasions. And 
he still had the warrant. 

Repairing to police headquarters 
Sheriff Richards told his tale of woe 
and a squad of police Waited on the 
Wongs last night. Four of the mem- 
bers of tho lighting family were gath- 
ered In and languished In the cells ail 
night. They will appear before Ma- 
gistrate Hall this morning to answer 
to the charge of assaulting a peace 
officer in the discharge of his duty.

The Provincial timber department's 
campaign against the handloggers 
guilty of using steam donkey engines 
In their operation of getting logs out 
■of the woods Into the water has jusi. 
Blurted! On Wednesday heavy lines 
were imposed In two cases on parties 
guilty of this offence, each logger being 
mulcted in the sum of $212, 1G— line 
and costs. 

Officials of the Timber department 
an; now in possession of information 
of wholesale breaches of the Land Act 
by handloggers, and just as soon as 
time can be spared- to make service of 
summonses the offenders will be hailed 
to Vancouver ana tne magistrate, 

For years the handloggers operat- 
ing to the north of Vancouver at dis- 
tances varying from 150 to 225 miles 
have carried on their work with scant 
regard for regulations. The distance 
between them and the timber officials 
lias been so great as to lull them into a 
sense of security, but apparently the 
time lias come when then laws arc to 
be strictly enforced, no matter in what 
out-of-the-way places the offenders 
may be found. Protected by- distance 
from timber department headquarters 
In the past, that very distance will 
now cost the guilty loggers heavily, 
as In cases of conviction the service 
and witness fees will mount up to well 
over $100 in each case. 

It was not till last year that hand- 
loggers were prohibited from using 
steam power to get their logs to the 
water. Prior to that time they could 
use donkey engines as much as they 
pleased. The government, however, 
concluded that as the handiogger was 
supposed to be a man without capital, 
and on that account given the benefit 
of a small license fee, it was but rea- 
sonable to conllne hlm.to the use of 
tools such as would be used by a poor 
man. The loggers, however, hire the 
use of donkey engines, which, mount- 
ed on scows, are towed from camp to 
camp in search of work.

The question of providing adequate 
accommodation for the rapidly grow- 
ing school population of the city will 
come up for discussion at a meeting of 
the school board to be called within 
the -nexjr few days. 'Up„'to yesterday 
there had been 270 attendance permits 
issued by the superintendent to schol- 
ars applying for admission for the lirst 
time tills term. There are in addition 
about 20 applications from Chinese. It 
has been suggested that the school 
board purchase a portable school cap- 
able of accommodating from 50 to 00 
•scholars. Such a building could he 
moved from school to school, thus, to 
a. considerable extent, relieving the 
congestion wherever such a step is 
necessary. Sucli a building, while 
comparatively inexpensive, would, it is 
thought, go far towards relieving the 
congestion at the Central and South 
Park schools. A portable building ot 
this nature can bo obtained from the 
mainland in sections and can be at- 
tached to any building quickly and 
with little trouble. 

The question of the admission of 
Chinese to the city schools has not vet 
been settled. In the meantime the 
score or more of applications for per- 
mits for Chinese desirous of attending 
the schools have been held up pending 
the chairman's taking the matter up 
with the provincial authorities. The 
matter Is one that promises to occasion 
considerable trouble -should the Chinese 
bo admitted to the schools,' for none of 
the applicants can speak English, and 
it would be necessary to place! them in 
the primary classes along with chil- 
dren much younger than the Chinese 
unless separate accommodation and a 
special teacher are provided. 

Nothing further has been done in 
connection with the proposal to have a 
regular system of medical inspection 
and supervision of the city schools. The 
idea has found favor with the trustees 
and. If found practicable, will likely 
- adopted, but so far nothing lias

Oak Bay Council Preparing to 
Tax Tally-hos and Hire 
Automobiles 



At the special meeting of the council 
of the Municipality of Oak Bay, held 
in the clerk's office yesterday morning, 
a lengthy discussion on the proposed 
bylaw for the taxing of tallyhos, auto- 
mobiles 7 , and other vehicles plying for 
hire in the municipality took place. As 
a result it was decided io hold a con- 
ference between members of .the coun- 
cil and the more prominent of the own- 
ers of the vehicles which it is intend- 
ed to license. The meeting will take 
place this evening in the office of the 
clerk, Langley street, at S.30 o'clock. 

At the last meeting of the council, 
Councillors Rattenbiiry and Newton 
were appointed a special committee to 
secure data on the subject of licensing 
vehicles and to determine 011 the best 
means of taxing them*. The Shore 
road through the municipality Is 
practically used altogether by the 
tallyhos and automobiles plying for 
hire. It costs the council about $1,000 
a year to keep the highway in repair 
as a result of the* constant running of 
these heavy vehicles over it, and the 
council deems it only fair that the 
owners of these vehicles should 1)0 
asked to bear some of the expense of 
maintaining the roitd. The prominent 
owners have been invited to attend 
the consultation tonight and give their 
views on the matter. ■■ 

A bylaw providing for the licens- 
ing of vehicles plying for hire In the 
municipality is now being prepared for 
submission to the council and the 
amount of the fee will likely be de- 
termined by the report of the commit- 
tee which meets the owners tonight. 
The bylaw will come up at the next 
meeting of the council. 

The bylaw providing for the renam- 
ing of the streets, which was consid- 
ered by the council at the meeting last 
week, was finally, passed without 
amendment. v/O ■>(! 

The committee ' Which has In hand 
the matter of looking up property 
which it is intended to secure With 
the second bylaw for $G,000, which it is 
proposed to raise in connection with 
the bylaw for the purchase of park 
property only made a partial report. 
The intention is to secure property for 
various municipal purposes with the 
money, but before the bylaw can he 
submitted a list of the property which 
is to be purchased must be prepared. 
At the public meeting to be held In 
Fou! Bay school house on Wednesday 
evening the mailer will be discussed 
at length, and the views of (he rate- 
payers on the question will bo ob- 
tained.

That the local freight congestion la 
an Increasingly serious one for Vic- 
toria was made abundantly evident 
yesterday afternoon at a meeting of 
tho board of trade held for the purpose; 
of putting the situation squarely before 
R. Marpole, vice-president of the Es- 
quimau and Nanalmo railroad. Tho 
meeting was representative and large- 
ly attended, and, one after the other, 
prominent merchants and heavy ship- 
pers arose to show in forcible though 
temperate language, the present state 
of affairs which now exists and the in- 
jury that was thereby occasioned to 
the trade and prospects of the city. 

All the speakers agreed that the 
main cause of the trouble was the con- 
gestion of freight at the local yards, 
the result being that there was undue 
delay both In shipping anil receiving 
goods, while the lack of shed accom- 
modation would prove most serious 
when the ruins began. There was also 
complaint of undue delay In shipping 
to Vancouver, and it was alleged that 
Vancouver freight was given the pre- 
ference over Victoria shipments to the 
great detriment of local shippers. All 
bore testimony to the courtesy and 
energy of the local ofilcials and put tho 
blame solely on the lack of accommo- 
dation at the depot.- It also appeared 
from the universal testimony of those 
present that the situation has been 
greatly aggravated by the great in- 
crease of business enjoyed by Victoria 
during the past twelve months, an In- 
crease which seems hound to continue 
provided proper facilities are afforded 
for the conduct of business.. 

Mr. Marpole in reply said that the 
company had been largely handicapped 
by the non-settlement of the Son ghees 
reserve question, and that it now rest- 
ed with Mr. Templeman to press the 
point with the Dominion government, 
which alone could settle the matter. 

F. A. Pauline, president of the board 
of trade, took the chair and called up- 
on a number of members In turn to 
give their views on tho freight con- 
gestion question. 

Some Complaints. 
Simon Leiser, the first speaker, said: 
We have been suffering from this 
freight congestion for some time, but 
we have expected that steps would be 
taken to have the situation remedied 
and that tho settlement of the Song- 
hees reserve matter 'would facilitate 
the solution of the problem, so we have 
not taken active steps before. But 
things have now become serious. Our 
cars are delayed In shipping, and when 
our cars come in we cannot get at 
them to unload. Teams are kept wait- 
ing .indefinitely because they cannot 
get at the cars, and something ought 
to be done. 

Mr. Wilson — As an instance of the 
way inward hound shipments are de- 
layed, 1 might give our experience 
with getting shipments from the sugar 
refinery at Vancouver. It takes six 
days to got the stuff from there, and 
frequently more. But the greatest 
drawback from which we suffer are 
the conditions under which we have to I 
load and unload cars. Often we have! 
to apply again and again for a car, and; 
then when at hist we get. to work at it, | 
orders come for it to be moved to) some I 
other part of the yard, and this is re- 
peated frequently several times with 
one car. Then again we have to load ] 
direct from the drays, we are not al- 
lowed to vise the sheds. AH we can 
do Is to arrange the 'shipments for 
loading on the platform. But what we 
shall do when the wet weather sets in 
I don't know, We shall either have 
to ship damaged goods or quit ship- 
ping and we cannot afford to do either. 
New sheds should be built. 

Mr. Todd — I think the best evidence 
we can give Mr. Marpole of the truth 
of these complaints is to take him over 
the yard and let him see the conditions 
for himself. As a railroad man he 
will appreciate the situation. 

Mr. Genge — The congestion Is such 
that there is as much delay in getting 
tho inward freight its In shipping out- 
ward freight. For instance a ship- 
ment arrived July 4, Our car man 
heard of it accidentally on the 19th, 
and we got the freight bill on the 21st. 
In other words, the goods lay at the 
yards here for two weeks before wo 
were even notified. Again a customer 
at Savannah complains that ho did not 
receive goods shipped to him for two 
weeks. And this delay makes it hard 
to retain old business apart from get- 
ting fresh. 

Yards Are Congested. 
Col. Prior— We have continual com- 
plaints from our men that they cannot 
get goods after their arrival. The 
excuse always given is that the yards 
are so congested It cannot be helped. 
Up country customers are all com- 
plaining- of the long time which elapses 
before they can get delivery of the 
goods. They say they don't mind 
goods being two days longer on the 
road than from Vancouver, or even 
three, but if they have to wait longer 
than that they say they will have to 
order from Vancouver. I am told that 
Victoria freight is frequently left on 
the wharf at Vancouver, and Is nut 
forwarded at the same time as the 
Vancouver freight, which hurts us 
very much. The carmen complain that 
they cannot get at tho freight hero 
when It does come, and always for tho 
reason of insufficient space. Mr. 
Marpole docs not live here, and so 
does not realize that every business 
house is doing more business than last 
year, with tho result that we need more 
accommodation. 

Bore (Out Complaints. 
Mr. Elford bore out the complaints 
thus voiced, and Mr. Pendray said Vic- 
toria was losing a great deal of busi- 
ness which it would otherwise get and 
even some of Its old business by these 
continual delays, notwithstanding (hat 
the volume of business was Increasing, 
Instancing old customers he had met 
on a. recent trip to the mainland, who 
had said they would like to trade here, 
hut could not stand for tho delays. 
"We can never get freight to Vancou- 
ver in less than live days, and the only 
solution I can see Is that rails be laid 
on tho street so we can load cars dir- 
ect at the \varohouse or factory. This 
would case the congestion at the 
yards." 

Mr. Leiser — I should like to say that 
the local officials have done every- 
thing for us that they can, but they 



have not the room. It Is frequently J freight could be easily made up dally 

with a saving of expense and time to 
all concerned. It was also suggested 
.that by putting on a night crew of 
j freight handlers at Vancouver the day's 



the fault' of the- Vancouver officials 
that ' the freight takes so long. They 



lot it lie on the wharf. I was over 
there -not long-ago and saw freight of 
mine that • had beon there for three 
days. I asked why it had not been 
sent forward, and they wanted to 
know what business it was of mlno. 
We have shipped freight on the 12th 
that did not arrive at New Westmin- 
ster till the 24th. It 1h. up to you, Mr. 
Marpole to remedy this. 

Affects Lumber Industry 
J. W. Amberry, chairman of tho 
transportation committee of the hoard 
of trade, read extracts from a letter 
from the Victoria branch of the Shingle 
Mill association, which stated that^the 
shortage of cars was retarding "de- 
velopment. The lumber Interests, the 
letter said, needed twenty cars a day, 
and as there wore only twenty-seven 
cars a day by the two ferries that. only 
left seven cars for seneral business, 
which was not enough. He also read 
a letter from J. e. Painter, the local 
fuel merchant, who drew the attention 
of the board to the fact that he was 
unable to get cars In to load In rea- 
sonable time, lie also wanted tho 
railroad company to be asked to have 
cars intended for cordwood properly 
staked and boarded so that when load- 
ed the men would know how much 
corilwood there was on. He said he 
had recently measured a car of cord 
wood of a nominal eleven cord capac 
lty which proved to have only nino 
cords on It, with the result that he had 
to pay freight on tho missing two 
cords. 

Rails on Wharf Street 

Mr. Smith also bore testimony to the 
difficulty of unloading cars as they 
come into the station, and a subse- 
quent speaker in giving instances of 
delay said that a shipment of goods 
was laid on the wharf at Vancouver 
at 4.-40 on a Monday afternoon, but 
did not arrive here till Wednesday 
night, and also that two consignments 
shipped on the 12th and 19th respec- 
tively reached their destination at 
New Westminster together on the 23rd. 
lie also strongly supported tho sug- 
gestion to put rails on Wharf street. 
Mr, Marpole's Reply 
Several other members were called 
upon by the president, and while con- 
curring In what had been said, thought 
that the ground had been pretty well 
covered by previous speakers. There- 
upon Mr. Marpole. was asked to reply 
and If possible to hold out some hope 
of alleviation in the near future. Ris- 
ing amid applause, Mr. Marpole said: 
* "This is not the ilrst time* I have 
heard of these complaints. They were 
voiced before when Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy was here, and he pointed 
out that we were helpless till the Song- 
hees reservation question wan settled. 
We were very much disappointed when 
Mr. Pedley's negotiations proved to be 
a failure. We are quite willing to pay. 
Wo do not ask anything for nothing, 
but we have always counted on laying 
our tracks there. It was intended to 
bo used for railroad purposes many 
years ago. We want to secure either 
rights in the reserve or we must seek 
relief in other directions. AVe Intend 
to have something definite in thirty 
days' time, and will let you know then. 
If the council will meet us as they have 
.In other cities, we hope to bo able to 
do something.' Action will be taken 
before Mr. Whyte comes here In a 
month's time, and" an announcement 
will be made tbenj . v . ( 

"Wo. hare also t»16fl in our own way 
to get the Songhees reserve question 
settled but without success. It seems 
to be up to Mr. Templeman to make 
the government face the Issue. It is 
entirely in the government's hands 
now. It is scandalous that half a dozen 
people should be able to standjin tho 
way of the community. 

"We are fully aware of the neces- 
sity of up-to-date yards here. We are 
going to extend our lines to Albernl 
and Comox In the near future and we 
must have the accommodation. The 
yards at New Westminster and Kam- 
loops are better than those here. But 
the blame for the delay lies with you 
in one respect. You have not enough 
teams In the city. 

"The business done on the E. & N. 
has been a most gratifying surprise 
to us, and I 'ook for a considerable ex- 
pansion of business between Victoria 
and northern towns as soon as our 
new lines are In operation. This Is all 
I can say at present. In thirty days 
time we will have an announcement 
to make of our plans." 

Was Only Apparent 
Mr. Wilson here pointed out that 
the shortage in teams was only ap- 
parent, that there were plenty of teams 
in the city, but the undue time they 
were obliged to take in loading and 
unloading owing to the congestion 
might make it appear that there was 
a shortage. With, reasonable facilities 
there were plenty of teams /or tho 
business. 

Mr. Greer, of the C. P. R., said that 
the cases of delay in delivering to 
Now Westminster' were Isolated cases, 
and that while they could not be ex- 
cused, he pointed out that the diffi- 
culty was only temporary and due to 
the fact that one of the company's 
steamers was laid Up. Now that she 
renewed the run there would be no 
trouble, but for a while the facilities 
for handling freight between Victor- 
ia and New Westminster were not 
great. Speaking of the delay in ship- 
ping by ferry he said: 

Has Been No Discrimination 
"You cannot count on getting Vic- 
toria freight away from Vancouver In 
less than two days, and it often takes 
three, because the freight shipped from 
Victoria in tho morning arrives in 
Vancouver in tin- evening, and the way 
freight pulls out the first thing the 
following morning, consequently there 
is no opportunity to load the cars, and 
the freight cannot go out till the fol- 
lowing morning, or two days after it 
leaves here. There lias been no dis- 
crimination against Victoria freight In 
favor of Vancouver. There has been 
congestion over there, too, and Van- 
couver freight has also been delayed. 
The two new sheds recently built have 
proved Insufficient for tho rapidly in- 
creasing business/' 

Mr. Greer also explained that the 
loading and unloading of the ferry 
was governed by the tides which some- 
times caused a delay, and in the gen- 
eral discussion which ensued said It 
would save time If Victoria merchants 
would make up a way car here which 
could go right through without ro- 
handllng and so save the day's delay 
at Vancouver. Tt seemed to lie the 
consensus of opinion that a car of way 
■ • :<•• • • 



delay might easily be averted, anpV it 
was represented that the amount flf 
freight dally originating In Victoria 
more than warranted such a conces- 
sion. 

The C. P. R. officials were accom- 
panied by Mr. McMullen, the company's 
Vancouver solicitor, who, however, took 
no part in the discussion.

Local Authorities Take Precau- 
tions Against Introduc- 
tion of Plague 



Dr. A. T. Watt, superintendent of 
quarantines, has taken steps to have 
all passengers bound north inspected 
at San Francisco before sailing on the 
steamers of tho Pacific Coast Steam 
ship company to this port, and ar 
rangements will be made so that fun 
nels are to be placed on the lines o 
all steamers to prevent tho escape o 
rats. These steps are being taken 
owing to the outbreak of bubonic 
plague at San Francisco. At United 
States ports fumigation of -vessels from 
San Francisco has been ordered by 
the. United States surgeon general at 
Washington, Dr. Walter Wyman. 

Dr. M. J. White, Inspector" of public 
health and marine hospital work in 
Seattle, has received a telegrame from 
Surgeon General Walter Wyman, at 
Washington, asking him to make a' re- 
port on the practicability of fumigat- 
ing all vessels entering Puge.t Sound 
from San Francisco for the purpose of 
destroying any rats that may bo in 
their holds as a preventative of the 
bubonic plague from the infected Cali- 
fornia port. , 

Dr. White Interviewed the officials 
of the different companies operating 
between Seattle and San Francisco, 
anif as a result of his investigations 
concluded that the only point at which 
a fumigation would be possible will be 
at San Francisco. This he wired to his 
chief at Washington, and he presumed 
that all vessels bound for Seattle In 
the future, until the plague has been 
stamped out, will be thoroughly fumi- 
gated before starting on their northern 
voyage. 

"The facts are that the vessels arc 
never in proper shape to be fumigated 
on the Sound," said Dr. White. "They 
all call at Tacoma, Belllngham and 
other ports besides Seattle, and at 
each place they are taking on and off 
cargo, so that at no one port are they 
ever full or empty. At San Francisco 
all Hie freight is removed and with 
empty V;lds they can be easily and 
thoroughly fumigated and the dead 
rats, removed. The vessels will have 
to bo breasted several feet from the 
wharves to prevent the rats from 
boardinglthe ships and guards will be 
placed on the hawsers to keep them 
from climbing on board over the 
ropes." 

At. Seattle precautions are to be 
taken on arrival of all steamers from 
San Francisco. 

Dr. White will be notified from the 
marine hospital at Port Townsend of 
the arrival of all San Francisco boats, 
and will convey the information to_JOr. 
Calhoun, who will have men at the 
wharves to see that the steamships are 
breasted at least six feet out from the 
piers and that guards are placed on 
t li— ; lines to prevent the rats from 
crawling to the wharves. 

A dospatch from Astoria says Dr. 
Holt, who is in charge of the quaran- 
tine station at that port, received in- 
structions from the surgeon general to 
fumigate all vessels plying coastwise 
at least once a month, In order to kill 
the rats as a precaution against the 
spreading of bubonic plague. 

In order to facilitate shipping as 
much as possible arrangements have j 
been made to fumigate the regular j 
boats while they are en route to Port- i 
land. 

The steamer Costa Rica, which ar- 
rlyed Sunday, was tho llrst vessel af- | 
reeled by the regulation, and a physl- i 
clan accompanied her up the river. 
Another regulation which went into 
effect is that all tho boats arriving 
from San Francisco must first go to 
quarantine station like a foreign ves- 
sel and receive instructions. This will 
necessitate putting a few assistants at 
the station.

COLLISION AT SHANGHAI. 

Steamers Anpinq and Shuntien Come 
Together in the Yangtzscckiang. 

Shanghai, Aug. 20. — As the steamer 
Anplng, outbound, was about to enter 
the channel a few days ago, she slowed 
up to allow the steamer Shuntien to 
pass In from the new channel; The 
two vessels collided, the bow of the 
Anplng striking the starboard bow of 
the Shuntien shaft and cutting the 
bulwark plate clean in two, and bend- 
ing the jagged ends thus made back 
Into the deck.

CHIPPEWA TO HAVE 
WIRELESS APPARATUS 



Report That Massia Instrument 
Will Be Placed On Sound 
Steamer 



It is reported that negotiations tire 
under way for the installation of a 
wireless telegraphic apparatus oti 
board the steamer Chippewa, running 
between Victoria and Seattle, ami the 
steamer Iroquois, running between 
.Vancouver and Seattle. The appara- 
tus to be used is the .Masslc, which is 
now used on the steamer President of 
the Pacitic Coast Steamship company 
anil is to bo used on board the new 
steamer Governor, which has just left 
the eastern coast. The arrangements 
are almost .completed with regard to 
the steamer Iroquois, It being practi- 
cally decided thai the Massie com- 
pany shall install apparatus on board 
the vessel, furnishing the equipment 
and providing an operator tor the sum 
of $100 per month, and making ar- 
rangements to return to tho steamship 
company all monies received for wire- 
less telegrams from passengers up to 
that amount and equally dividing all 
over that amount. 

At tlio present time the various 
wireless telegraph companies make ar- 
rangement.': thereby their operators 
will not communicate with operators 
using different apparatus. It la stat- 
ed, however, that this is to be reme- 
died by the amalgamation of all the 
wireless companies operating on tills 
coast with the oxcepltlon of the be 
Forrest The consolidation will allow 
of communication being made with 
the steamers equipped witli the Massie 
wireless by wt.y of the Pacific wireless 
•station at Victoria'. At the present 
time the operator on the steamer Pres- 
ident, which, with tho Union Steam- 
ship company's steamer (Jameson, are 
the only vessels equipped with wireless 
telegraphic apparatus on this coast at 
the present, although others are soon 
to be equipped, will not enter Into com- 
munication with the Victoria station 
of the Pacific wireless. 

The proposed consolidation, accord- 
ing to the rumor, involves tho Pacitic, 
Do Forrest, Marconi-American and 
the Occidental and Oriental Wirolesa 
Telegraph companies. The Do For- 
rest company is a t present enmeshed 
in heavy liquidation, and a number of 
financiers are reported to be making a 
desperate endeavor to crowd out the 
small stockholders and secure control 
of tho corporation, 



Tile steamer Princess Victoria, on 
arrival from Vancouver yesterday, 
proceeded to Esquimau to be hauled 
out and overhauled. The nl earner 
I rlneess Royal took her run to Seattle 
yesterday and will also make the trip 
today. Steamer Charmer is making 
the Vancouver trip on tho schedule of 
tho Princess Victoria, 



Roth steamers are four masted steel 
twin screw steamers similar in ap- 
pearance to tho Monteagle, but larg- 
er. The Monteagle is a steamer of 
5,498 tons gross, 3,402 tons ne,t while 
the Montezuma is a vessel of 7,354 
tons gross, 3,492 tons net, while the 
Montezuma Is a vessel of 7,345 tons 
gross, 4,734 tons net, and has a carry- 
ing capacity of about 12, 000 tons. 
The Montrose is of 7,094 tons gross, 
5.319 tons net, being similar in capac- 
ity to the Blue Funnel liners which 
are of 5,500 tons average net tonnago 
They have two steel decks, deep fram- 
ing and steel shelter deck. 

The steamers have been necessary 
to the C. P. R. freight line to the Far 
Bast, and will be an addition to the 
passenger service, although their ac- 
commodation is not as good as that 
of the Empresses In this respect.

Prices Rise After a Period of 
Depression Due Largely 
to Rumors ' 1 



... New "York, Aug. 28. — The early dis- 
furbance In today's stock market wad 
the residue of Saturday's uhscttlement, 
and was caused by the fears aroused 
by the feverish movement. As it ap- 
peared that no ulterior consequences 
were to be immediately forthcoming, 
the market this afternoon resumed the 
more confident tone which was mani- 
fested early, last week; and which is 
based presumbaly upon the belief, that 
liquidation has been completed. 

The financial market was full of ru- 
mors during the early period of the 
disturbance in the market, of trouble 
of one kind and another, Including al- 
leged embarrassment of well-known 
bund houses, and threatened commer- 
cial failures, it was while waiting for, 
the dreaded announcements of these 
troubles that stock's sold off. This and 
tlio. absence of a confirmation of trou- 
ble rumors were the negative forces 
making for the later improvement of 
prices. 

A more positive factor working to- 
ward this end was an improvement in 
sentiment over the monetary outlook 
perceptible not only here, hut abroad. 
.The effect on actual quotations for in- 
terest was slight, -although rates for 
time loans for shorter periods were 
quotably lower here. At the same time 
the call loan market was rather stlff- 
er. The brightening sentiment over 
general conditions was Increased by tile 
character of the reports put in cir- 
culation of the probable formation ' of 
a bankers' syndicate to underwrite the 
340,000.000 New York city bond issue, 
restoration of confidence being shown; 
which was, however, without authori- 
tative confirmation. Great interest was 
felt in the publication of a call, both 
.by tlie federal controller of the curren- 
cy and the New York state banking 
department for reports of conditions of 
banks and trust companies on the 
.same date. These reports of simulta- 
neous condition of the banks and Now 
York trust- companies afford opportu- 
nity for clearing many ambiguities and 
confusion ; , s to the financial situation 
as a whole, due to the dlllicnltv of 
•separating the inter-relations of banks 
and trust companies in New York city. 
.Stocks hold their advances well to a 
strong elo.su. Bonds were weak. To- 
tal sales, par value, $1,062,000. U S 
bonds vvera unchanged on calk

Stocks in London. 

London. Aug. 26.— Money was in' 
good simply and moderate demand in 
the market today. Discounts were easy 
on the clearer money outlook, and 
Secretary Cortelyou's announcement 
of relief of the money market in the 
United States. On the stock ex- 
change, the approach of the settlement 
prevented an expansion of business, 
but tlie tone was distinctly firmer,' 
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Chicago Market Strong. 

Chicago, Aug. 26, — A good foreign 
demand and bullish cables were the 
chief causes of a strong wheat mar- 
ket today. At the elose September 
wheat was 1 5-7c higher. Corn tc up. 
Oats were 7h c higher. Provisions were 
7Vi to 10c higher. 

The wheat market held strong all 
das. Prices opened higher because, of 
firm cables and reports of damage by< 
wet weather to the crop in Germany. 
English markets were up %d, against 
an advance of M to % on the local 
exchange on Saturday, A despatch 
from Minneapolis declaring that wheat 
wiis showing. Indisputable damage by 
frost was being exhibited and also 
added to the strength. Although 
there was profit-taking by longs and 
selling by shorts on each fractional 
advance, the market absorbed all of- 
ferings, and prices went up steadily.. 
Country acceptances were reported 
light and tlie cash sales good. 

Sept. wheat opened % to \'-< higher 
at W,k to 00 Wi sola between 90% and 
% and 911c, and closed strong at 91% C. 
Clearances of wheat and Hour were 
equal to 37f>,000 bushels. Primary rc- 
eoipls were 998,000 bushels, against 
796,000 on the same day last year. 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago re- 
ported receipts of 371; against 5Q3 
cars last week and ISO cars a year 
ago. I 

September corn passed 00 "cents to- 
day, sVlling at 60% cenLs. Trading was 
on a vastly larger scale than for sev- 
eral days, the general • public taking 
all the corn that was sold by profes- 
sional local speculators.- The strength 
of the wheat market was tlie dominat- 
ing Influence, hut the crop reports 
were generally unfavorable,' and tho 
demand for cash grain was excellent. 
In many instances,, however,, buyers. of 
cash corn refused to follow the bulge. 
The market absorbed all offerings, 
and closed near the highest point. 
Sept. corn opened %to % cents higher 
at 59% to 60 sold between. r>9%,and 
60 & cents a fid closed at 60% cents. 
Local receipts were 127 cars, with 21 
of contract grade. 

September bats today reached the 
highest price yet paid for the crop. 
The market, however, was generally 
slow, witli the exception of a short 
Hurry at the opening. The volume of 
business was very light, as compared 
witli wheat and corn. Many reports 
were received confirming previous 
statements of a short crop. September 
oats opened 1% to 1% higher at 52% 
to %, sold between X and ii2%, .and 
closed 52%. Local receipts were 216 
cars. 

The provision market was fairly ac- 
tive, and prices -were lirm on fair inly- 
ing of the January product. It is 
generally believed that this buying 
was for foreign account. At the close 
September pork was up 10 cents at 
S 16.20. Lard was up 7% to 10c at 
$0.15 to $17.50. Ribs were 10c higher 
at $S.Sii. Estimated receipts for to- 
morrow, wheat .121; corn, 235; oats,

Nearly MillTon Cases Short, but 
Low Grade Pack Is 
Larger 



A Niagara Accident. 

Niagara Fall, Out:. Aug. 24.— At five 
o'clock yesterday afternoon one of tlie 
nine-foot penstocks of the Niagara .Kails 
Hydraulic power and Manufacturing Co. 
burst flooding station No. 3 witlTwater 
and injuring four men. one of whom 
lived in Niagara, Out. All four men are 
in the hospital. The penstock was two 
hundred feet high and full of water 
when the explosion occurred. A tre- 
mendous torrent of water was released. 



The salmon pack of this coast will 
probably reach -2,300,000 cases, of

Tills makes a shortage com- 
pared with 1900 of about 900,000 cases 
of high grade salmon, lint the pack ot 
low grade salmon will probably he in 
excess of last year's, for there has 
been a phenonieilal run of humpbacks 
011 Puget Sound. In this connection 
It is well to stale that it takes on an 
average 20 humpbacks to make one 
case of 4 dozen 1-pound cans, and 
of sockeyes 12 and reds 13. 

Griffith- Durney Company have re- 
ceived from their Vancouver, IS. C, 
fjbrrespondent, advices staling that 
tlie run of sockeyes is over for this 
year in British Columbia, and that tin; 
pack consists of the following: 125,000 
cases of half-pound flats, 8,000 cases 
of 1-pound flats, 01,000 cases of Im- 
pound tails, ■10,000 cases half-pound 
talks and 4,000 cases ovals, making a 
total of 2SO.00O cases. These figures, 
they say, are absolutely correct. Grli- 
flth-Durnoy company's advices from 
their correspondent on Puget Sound 
show that the -pack of sockeyes 011 the 
Sound docs not exceed 120,000 cases, 
of which quantity 00,000 cases are 
half-pound flats of 4 dozen each, 
which makes the Puget Suund pack 
SO.OOO cases of 5 do/.en one-pound 
cans to the case. There was prac- 
tically no sockeye talis packed, as 
most' of the packers did not put up 
any in that size can. The total pack 
of the few who did amounts to about 
0,000 cases. , r 

There will be a larger pack of 
humpbacks or pinks and a larger 
pack ot the species knowm in Alaska 
as medium reds and elsewhere as co- 
hoes and silversldes. The. pack of 
dog or chums will not equal that ot 
1906. There has been a stoadily 
growing demand for pinks, with better 
prices had by canncrs in the tace^Ol 
larger yearly packs. Each year -has 
seen tlie pack of pinks o" sold by fust 
hands before the first day ot January, 
ami this year will be the -same.

10 "Reports we are getting trim every 
section of Alaska arc most discourag- 
ing It looks as if the lightest pack 
in many years would be the record 
for 1907, and as to what the future 
price will bo we do not want to regis- 
ter a guess. The run is not over, and 
until we have a complete record will 
refrain from naming opening figures. 
We expect to name prices about the 
first of September, and that they will 
bo materially higher than 1906 is a 
foregone conclusion. 

"As to sockeyes, we would say it 
now looks as if the pack would be 

the shortest in history. Our Mr. 

wires that up to date the take does 
not exceed 60,000 full cases. By this 
we mean, counting 'halves;' eight doz- 
en to the case, and he would be sur- 
prised if the total pack on Puget sound 
exceeds 75,000 eases. lie also adds 
that tlie run of sockeyes is practically 
over. This being true, no price that 
a jobber would pay would spell 'cost' 
to the packer. Wo mean by this that 
J2 per dozen for tails would not let 
him out whole. AVe are not even guess- 
ing as to whau our future prices will 
be. We 'shall, of course, attempt to 



name figures that are within the 
bounds of reason, and it every order 
we have on our books is confirmed at 
opening prices it will take every case 
wo have 011 hand to matte Loll deliv- 
ery. 

"The Columbia river story is about 
told, and from the best information 
we can get tin; pack will be about 
100,000 cases short. Any man who 
owns salmon today is extremely fool- 
ish, In our opinion, If he does not ad- 
vance his prices anywhere from 10 to 
15 per cent over today's market price." 

The New York Journal of Commerce 
rcporls the New York market as fol- 
lows : 

Spot Alaska salmon continues in ac- 
tive demand, with few sellers of lots of 
500 eases ami over, Tlie market is 
strong at $1.20, though hero and there 
a small lot might be pickod up at a 
shade less.

Boston advices say: 1 There are not 
especial features affecting the salmon 
nigarket locally this week, and we re- 
new quotations of August 9; Columbia 
river chinooks, halves $1.20, flats -$2; 
Alaska reds, talis, $1.25;' cohoes, 
halves, S7 l-2c, Hats $1.25, tails $1.15. 
Gossip on tlie street lias it that a 
further shipment of Alaska reds lias 
been made from England back to us 
through the J. K. Armsby company, 
which arc offered 011 arrival at 
$1.17 1-2. Interviews with several of 
the large jobbers recently bring out 
one general expression from all, that 
they will confirm reds at $1.10, will 
think it over at $1.15, and will cut 
their orders down' ill any more. Chi- 
nooks are coming slow — some trade Is 
getting out of ptctlence. Not much 
delivery was expected from 'Puget 
sound, and less than tlie usual quanti- 
ty sold by tlie jobbers.

The necessity for the provincial gov- 
ernment's stand with regard to its 
rights to provincial fisheries fa brought 
home by tho present condition of the 
salmon fishing Industry on the Fraser. 

The Eraser river, originally the best 
salmon river on the Pacific coast, has 
dropped to third place this year In tho 
province, two other provincial fisher- 
ies? ranking ahead of.it. The falling off 
is due to the neglect of the Dominion 
government to enact regulations which 
would foster the industry. Eacli suc- 
cessive year the provincial fishery 
commissioner, J. P. Babcock, in his 
report, has urged that certain meas- 
ures bo adopted, but each year his 1 
warnings have been treated by tho 
Dominion authorities like those of Cas- 
sandra. 

A dispatch from New Westminster 
recently stated that practically no 
sockeye have reached the spawning 
grounds. As a result of a falling off 
by no means so serious in the number 
of the salmon reaching the spawning 
grounds four years ago this year's 
pack was the smallest on record. 

The latter situation bears out the 
warnings of J. p. Babcock, the pro- 
vincial fishery commissioner, in his re- 
port of l!)0u'. 

He reiterated that warning and made 
it still stronger the following year. A 
portion of the report and the prophesy 
which has been so startingly borne 
out reads as follows: 

"I have the honor to report that dur- 
ing the year 1 made a thorough detail- 
ed inspection of the watershed of tho 
Fraser river, which included every sec- 
tion where in former years the salmon 
were known to spawn in numbers. This 
inspection was made, as was that of 
each of the preceding years, to as- 
certain as accurately as possible the 
number of adult salmon which reached 
and deposited their ova upon ihe 
spawning beds. As the future prosper- 
ity of the salmon fishery of the Eraser 
depends primarily upon the number of 
breeding jfisli which reach, and suc- 
cessfully deposit their spawn In its 
headwaters each year, it is there we 
must look to find the best measures 
for their perpetuation, and test the ef- 
fectiveness of those now in force. 

"The weather conditions this year 
were unusually favorable for observa- 
tion, yet in only one section of the en- 
tiro watershed were fish found in any 
considerable number; In all other sec- 
tions the spawning beds were almost 
barren of salmon. 

"For the last two years the scarcity 
of sockeye salmon on the spawning 
grounds was alarming, but this year it 
was even more so, This condition is 
matter for grave consideration and 
should insure the immediate attention 
of tho authorities in whose hands this 
great industry is intrusted. 

"It is common knowledge to all those 
Who are In anywise interested in the 
salmon fisheries of the Eraser river 
that the catch of sockeye, on both sides 
the international line,, was this year 
tho smallest in many years; though it 
may not be generally recognized that 
it was the smallest in the past twenty 
years, and probably the smallest in the 
history of tile industry. There is no 
doubt that under the present flailing 
methods, restricted seasons, and the 
demand for fish at present existing in 
the Eraser district, a far greater num- 
ber of salmon, in proportion to the total 
number running, are captured each 
year now, than was the case even 
eight years ago. Hence when we find 
that tlie catch — which is fully set forth 
in the cannery pack — shows a marked 
decline, and that the spawning beds 
are deserted, we must conclude that 
these conditions are due to a decrease 
in the number of fish running, and not 
to any lack of effort to take them. 

"Knowing that there was so great a 
decrease in the number of fish found 
on tlie fishing grounds this year, It is 
not surprising that tho number of 
breeding sockeye found upon tlie 
spawning grounds was very, small. 
Many extensive and heretofore thickly 
covered sections were absolutely barren 
of sockeye, and, in those sections where! 
any were found there were even less 
than were, observed in any former year.! 
In the Quesnel Lake district — both this 
year and last — no breeding sockeye 
wpre observed. In both tlie Shuswup- 
Adanis Lake and the Seton- Anderson 
Lake section only a few hundred 'fish 
re. found! In each of the last two ! 
irs more were found in the Harrlson- 
Lillooet Lake district than in any 
other; but oven in that district a no- 
ticeable decrease was observed this 
year over last. 

"In my report of last year, in re- 
viewing tile conditions that existed on 
tin' fishing and spawning grounds, [ 
said: 'It is well known that the run 
of salmon in the Fraser river during 
the past, season was tlie poorest in 
many years. The scarcity was largely 
confined to the sockeye (O: norka) 
variety, though all varieties allowed a 
marked decline. As die sockeye is 
tho great commercial salmon of tlie 
Fraser its failure to run as abundant- 
ly as usual entailed a great loss upon 
the fishermen and tlie canncrs. But 
what Is of far greater importance to 
the government, the fishermen and the 
canncrs, than tlie remarkable decrease 
in tin 1 catch, Is the fact, that tlie num- 
ber of sockeye, which readied . tin- 
spawning grounds of the Eraser river 
tills year was so small as lo seriously 
threaten the destruction of the great 
industry. For a can positively state 
from personal observation that the run 
of .sockeye to the Fraser watershed 
above the great canyon (which includes 
I lie Quesnel, Shuswap and Seton- 
Ariderson Lakes section) was a failure, 
and that virtually no spawn to produce 
a future run was deposited there this 
year, though combined, these lake re- 
gions constitute what is believed to be 
75 per cent, of tlte natural spawning 
grounds of the soekevo salmon of tho 
entire Eraser river watershed. This 
statement, which may reasonably 
alarm those Interested, is made after 
a most careful Inspection of the spawn- 
ing grounds during the past three sea- 
sons.' 

"The decrease in tho catch, and the 
absence of li.sh upon the spawning 
grounds of the Eraser river this year 
and last, Is entirely attributab'Io to ex- 
cessive fishing, past, and present. I 
can find no other reason for this condi- 
tion. To continue fishing for salmon 
under tlie laws at present existing will 
surely cause their extermination in the 
Fraser river and its tributaries. I do 
not believe that any intelligent person 
on either side of Ihe international lino 
who is interested in-tho salmon indus- 
try does not recognize this 'statement 
lo'bo true, and does not In consequence 
recognize tlie immediate necessity of 
restricting the fishing in both Utir own 
and American Waters. At present the 
sockeye thtivc no protection whatever 
In American watersj and tho protection

afforded them in our own waters, 
though /leemed adequate at the time 
of its enactment, is seriously inade- 
quate now. 

"Adequate protection — that is protec- 
tion that Will give the salmon a free 
and open passage from the ocean to 
the river for some, period of tho time 
they are running — will never be. secured 
until the parties on both sides of the 
line agree to enforce the same regula- 
tions. It Is therefore a matter of ur- 
-gent Importance that tho Canadian 
and American authorities recognize this 
to be true, and- take measures to stop 
the excessive fishing, and thus insure 
an abundance of fish reaching tho 
breeding grounds each year. The 
statement that our own regulations 
are insufficient, and do not accomplish 
the object of their enactment — though 
true In the main, — is not possible ex- 
cuse for the failure of the State of 
Washington to enact laws for the pro- 
tection of tlie fish, for a. part of each 
season, In her waters. Had the state 
of "Washington for the past ten years 
given the- sockeye the same protection 
as to closed seasons as has been af- 
forded them in our own waters, it is 
reasonable to presume that the Eraser 
river spawning beds would not be in 
the condition they are today. However, 
recognizing as we all do now that the 
sockeye will be exterminated unless 
they be given a free way for a time 
each season to tlie headwaters of tho 
Fraser, any accusation as to who is 
responsible for tlie damage already 
wrought is useless. Manifestly, as has 
been already said, the proper thing to 
do now is for those interested, to con- 
cur In the enforcement of efficient laws 
for their protection which will bo 
mutually binding on all concerned, to 
the end that they shall perpetuate their 
species in their wonted abundance. 
Just what measure should lie adopted 
it is difficult to determine, because the 
sockeye in their passage from the ocean 
spend a considerable time in the chan- 
nels of Puget Sound, through which 
they pass before entering tlie river. In 
all probability whatever measures shall 
bo adopted will have to be modified 
after a trial shall have determined their 
efficiency or inefficiency, for such is 
the history of all fishery legislation. 

"Measures which might have been 
adequate before the rim had become so 
diminished will not answer now. In a 
previous report f advocated that tho 
state of Washington should establish 
in her waters a closed season for 30 
hours each' week", as has been enforced 
in our wa'ters for many years, and I am 
still of the opinion that if that shall be 
done In the years of the big run, aid 
any fishing whatever prohibited from 
August 25 to September 15 in her wa- 
ters; anil that all fishing in the Eraser 
above tlie railway bridge at Xew West- 
minster be prohibited, and our other 
present regulations enforced, an abund- 
ance of sockeye to seed the spawning 
grounds will be insured in 'tlie big 
years.' I do not, however, believe 
that such provisions would produce 
that result in the three following years 
of tlie poor runs." 

Professor Prince, Dominion fishery 
commissioner, who Stated at a recent 
meeting of the board of trade that his 
observations ot the habits of the sal- 
mon would probably prove of great use 
to tlie fishing Interests of the jirovlnce, 
has spent a largo. portion of The sunr- 
mer observing the habits of the sal- 
mon at Xanaimo. 



NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES. 

Premier Bond's Attitude in Regard to 
Modus Vivendi. 

London, Atlg. 24. — The conclusion to 
submit the Newfoundland fisheries dis- 
pute to arbitration at The Hague, and 
the negotiations pending with the view 
of renewing the modus Vivendi to cov- 
er this year's fishing season have call- 
ed forth little comment here, except 
in tlie inrfiers opposed to tho govern- 
ment, which attempt to make political 
capital out of the question, alleging 
that the government is prepared to 
sacrifice the interests or the colony to 
maintain the goodwill of the United' 
States. 

Even these papers, however, admit 
that tlie submission of the question to 
The Hague is the best solution avail- 
able of the "wearisome controversy" 
and that some temporary arrangement 
must ho made until the arbitrators 
render a decision. The other papers, 
apparently, ^are awaiting some an- 
nouncement from Foreign Secretary 
Grev, who thus far has declined to bo 
drawn out by members of parliament, 
confining himself to the same reply 
to ail questions..on the subject, name- 
ly, "the negotiations are proceeding.' 
The officials of the Foreign Office are 
confident that an arrangement accept- 
able to ^11 parties will shortly be con- 
cluded. Tlie Newfoundland premier, 
Sir Robert Bond, has already shown a 
more conciliatory attitude toward the 
proposition to renew the modus Vi- 
vendi with modification's, which are 
not of a radical nature. The foreign 
office is now awaiting Sir Robert's 
definite proposals, which will be sub- 
mitted to Secretary of State Root im- 
mediately after their arrival.

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OVER SHOW MONEY 



What Became of $25,000 Sent 
by Kumeric Is Causing 
Anxiety 



MMUM FAILS TO SEND REPORT 



Senator Chillingworth Arrives i 
. Vanccuver for Purpose of Looking 
After Money. \ 



Vancouver, Aug. 26.— Senator Chtl- 
Ungworth, of Honolulu, is here for the 
purpose of collecting money owed by 
Japanese who landed from the Ku- 
meric to boarding house keepers in 
Honolulu who sent them out. He 
says Japanese boarding house keepers 
chartered the ship and sent the men 
out as a commercial venture, charging 
a fare that would leave them a good, 
I>roflt over all expenses. They found 
afterwards that it would be necessary 
for each man to have $-!> before he 
could land, and as many had not this 
much, they advanced small sums to 
make it up. The Japs on arriving 
here secured work and scattered, and 
the boarding house keepers are about 
515,000 out on their venture till the 
loans can be collected. 

Mr. Chillingworth says the charter 
cost 540,000, to which must bo added 
the cost of several days' detention at 
5700 per day. Then the charterers 
had to pay runners $5 a head for col- 
lecting a number of the emigrants. Al- 
together the enterprise has been very 
unprofitable to those who put their 
money into it, and their experience is 
likely to keep others out of the busi- 
ness. Mr. Chillingworth thinks the 
men who rechartered the Indiana will 
abandon their charter. 

The following from the Honolulu 
Bulletin of Aug. 1G, shows that the 
Japanese boarding-house keepers are 
very uneasy over the situation: 

"Unless some favorable cable advices 
are received from our agent, Maruy- 
ama, at Vancouver," said a member of 
the Japanese local liotelkeepers, who 
■was interested in the Kumeric venture, 
yesterday afternoon, "wt shall take 
steps to find out what he is doing with 
the show money entrusted i'. his care. 
r\Ve advanced the money wl>h the pur- 
pose of making a few dollar** on each 
emigrant, but contrary to our expec- 
tation the whole thing went wrong, 
and its effect on the hotel business in 
Honolulu is being felt gcnorallj-. 

"When we entered Into the Kumeric 
emigration transaction we felt positive 
that everything would bo all right, as 
wc had full confidence in Maruyama 
and Charlie Chillingworth, who chart- 
ered the Kumeric for us, and while we 
are awfully sorry on account of our 
foolish deal, we are somewhat moro 
awake today than we were in the past. 

"We are the losers In that Kumeric 
'transaction and Maruyama and Chil- 
lingworth were the gainers. Since tho 
arrival of the Kumeric and the land- 
ing of her emigrant passengers at Van- 
couver no important cable messages 
have been received from Maruyama 
who was especially instructed to cable 
•hack here relative to the show money. 
The only cable advices we received 
from him were simply in regard to his 
arrival and the emigrants. He did 
however, mention something about the 
employment that some of them secur- 
ed in tho sawmills and other factories. 

"We are anxiously waiting to hear 
from him; but as yet nothing of im- 
portance has been received here by 
us: There is no one here whom wo 
could confer with. OhiUingworth, the 
attorney In the transactions, has also 
left the territory for a better field. Of 
course he has made money out of us, 
and we have derived practically no- 
thing out of the whole thing. We 
can be properly called fools. 

"If we don't hear anything from 
Maruyama prettty soon wo shall em- 
ploy the services of some reliable 
local man and send him over to Van- 
couver to discover our lost treasure. 
Wo are twenty-four thousand dollars 
out In this Kumeric transaction. We 
want that amount returned to us right 
away, because we put up that sum as 
emigrants' show money. If we can't 
Set it the probabilities are that we will 
go ur, in smoke. 

"The only salvation left for us Is to 
find an honest, independent man. We 
don't want to send a man who could 
be easily tempted by the mighty dollar. 
In return for his services, wo will pay 
him. 

"Wo know that Consul Saito cannot 
and will not do anything for us. Nor 
will Consul Morlkawa at Vancouver 
help us out of the hole. 

"The most peculiar thing is that wo 
have two representatives at Vancou- 
ver, namely Maruyama and Hlrano. In 
spite of our constant and daily cables 
to them, no answers whatever have 
been sent to us. The whole transac- 
tion loolis as If they are having a good 
time over there." 



OLD HE RESIDENT 
REVISITS VICTORIA 



Ben MacDonald, Who Came Here 
in Cariboo Days Tells- Ex- 
periences 



A visitor to Victoria yesterday who 
took especial delight In reviewing old 
scenes was Ben MacDonald of Vancou- 
ver, who was a resident of this city 
for some time in 1862, during the days 
of the Cariboo excitement. 

Leaving Montreal In tho year men- 
tioned with a number of companions 
who sought their fortunes in tho gold- 
en west, Mr. MacDonald embarked at 
New York on the steamer North Star, 
formerly Vanderbilt's private yacht, 
and reached the Pacific coast via tho 
isthmus of Panama. On arriving at 
Victoria, some two or throe months 
were spent here, then ho outfitted with 
a big party and went to Cariboo, 
where in company with his brother 
Allen he obtained a half interest in the 
famous Cameron claim, one of the 
best and most productive of that fa- 
mous district. Some two years were 
spent in Cariboo, during which period 
frequent visits were made to Victoria, 
where lie formed many life-long 
friendships. 

Mr. MacDonald next went to Idaho, 
where ho stayed for a short time, and 
returned to Montreal where he engag- 
ed in business from 1869 to 1S77. Get- 
ting the western fever again in the lat- 
ter year, he went to Leadville, Colo., 
where he remained for a period of six- 
teen years,, thonco removing to Butte, 
Mont., where he was located until 
three months ago, In charge of the 
mercantile interests of Senator Clark. 

Mr. MacDonald Is now treasurer at 
Vancouver of the People's Store com- 
pany, an immense co-operative estab- 
lishment financed by H. B. Clafrlln of 
New York. 

On Sunday Mr. MacDonald spent the 
afternoon with his old friend of the 
early days Hon. J. S. Helmeken, who 
recounted many reminiscences with 
which lie is familiar. He sees, most 
naturally, a marvelous change in Vic- 
toria, which he believes has a great 
future as a commercial and residential 
point.
